come to you live and talk to you 
about our important concerns 
of the city.

Tonight, we have one topic 
that we want to discuss with 
you and thoroughly come to an 
understanding of what are the 
issues, what are the com- 
plexities, what is it you do un- 
derstand, you don't under- 
stand? 

We have the opportunity set 
up through our telephone 
system for you to call us here 
directly and ask us the 
questions that are on your mind 
about the bond referenda. 

With me this evening is Mrs. 
Meyera Oberndorf, the Vice 
Mayor, and the City Manager, 
Tom Muehlenbeck, and we're 
here to answer your questions 
and find out what is on your 
mind regarding a very impor- 
tant moment in the history of 
Virginia Beach, when the 
citizens collectively have the 
opportunity to help decide what 
is the future direction and cour- 
se of this city. 

That vote is coming up next 
Tuesday, Nov. 4, when you go 
to the polls and have before you 
three qjjestlofts on the referen- 
da rerardipg-lfioney to be ap- 
proprtatal for construction of 
schools, lTrt4s and community 
centfcrs. 

We want to have your call 
this evening, and the number to 
call— I think it's on your 
screen— is 427-8470. 

The City Council has 
unanimously proposed that 



council, after about eight 
meetings in July, and three 
public hearings in August, came 
to a unanimous opinion that 
these projects are essential for 
the continued quality of life, 
the enviable quality of Hfe, that 
we have been able to enjoy in 
Virginia Beach. 

Since that time, particularly 
the past few weeks, the tnem- 
bers of council have been spen- 
ding their time to try and get 
out to talk to people, to talk 
about what the referenda 
means; we have been trying to 
get out through the newspaper 
to what the issues are, and what 
will happen when the projects 
are buiU. 

In particular, the city has 
developed a fact sheet, which 
we think contains the critical in- 
formation which you need to be 
informed to make an intelligent, 
choice for how you want to vote 
on this referendum, and I'm 
going to ask the Vice Mayor, 
Mrs. Oberndorf if she might 
just briefly run through the 
critical parts of the fact sheet 
while we sit here and wait for 
your telephone calls. 

Vice Mayor Meyera Ober- 
ndorft Thank you. I'd Kke to 
begin by reminding you all of 
what I have reminded my many 
groups that I've had the oppor- 
tunity to visit with. 

Tuesday, November the 4th 
when we go to the polls to vote, 
we will be faced with a ballot 
that will be nine pages long. 
Please don't think that is as 
frightening as it sounds because 
your first page will deal with 
your selection for Congress, 
your next pages will deal with 
constitutional questions for the 
state government, and the last 
four pages, obviously, will be 
the most critical. They'll deal 
with the referenda for the City 
of Virginia Beach. 

In the fact sheet that the city 
has published for its constituen- 
ts, we have taken the oppor- 
tunity to list the questions exac- 
tly as they will appear on the 
ballot. 

The first question will deal 
with streets and highways, and 
the specific projects that will be 
built are listed. The next 
question will deal with schools, 
and that will have the specific 
projects as recommended, and 
then, our recreational facility, 
the Virginia Beach Community 
Center Number 2, that will be 
built hopefully in the Great 
Neck area. 

The fourth question on the 
ballot for the city will be the 
charter amendment and it is ac- 
tually an advisory amendment 
to our members of the General 
Assembly, saying that those 
voters who would hke to have a 
directly-elected mayor will have 
an opportunity to have their 
feelings expressed. It was 
unaminously endorsed by the 
entire city council, and it goes 
forth with our blessings. 

In the fact sheet, the City of 
Virginia Beach has gone to a 
great deal of trouble and tried 
to be economical at the same 
time. You will notice that on 
page one, we have listed all the 
transportation projects, like 
Lynnhaven Phase 5 and its cost. 
General Booth Boulevard 
Phase 2, the Lynnhaven Park- 
way Phase 7, Pencil Parkway, 
1-C, Independence Boulevard 
Phase 2-A, and Northampton 
Boulevard Phase 2, and Indian 
River Road Phase 4. This 
comes to $40 million. 

The next section deals with 
education. West Kempsvillc 
Elementary School, the Far-

mers Market Junior High 
School site acquisition, the 
Oceana Lakes Elementary 
School, the London Bridge 
Elementary School site 
acquisition, the Red Mill Farms 
Elementary School and the 
Glennwood Elementary School. 
That comes to the grand total 
of $32,3 10,000. 

The last project listed is the 
Virginia Beach Community 
Center Number 2, which comes 
to $9.5 million. 

I think the unique part of this 
fact sheet is we've also included 
a map, with a key, so that you 
could actually look at the 
projects and have them located 
on the map. The iateresting 
part of this referenda is the fa^^ 
that the schools and the tran-' 
sportation system, and the 
community center are all very 
much needed projects, and 
they're interrelated, because 
obviously, schools built but 
with not having adequate road 
systems to move our transpor- 
tation and our school buses 
through, it would make it much 
more difficult for our children 
to get to their classes, in ad- 
dition to those of us who have 
to go to and from work each 
day. 

And on the back part of the 
fact sheet, we have taken the 
time to show you what your tax 
rate is now— 80 cents per 100 
dollars of assessed values— 
and if you all approve the 
referendum, the 10 cent tax in- 
crease, which will bring us to 90 
cents per $100 of assesed value. 

Tlend to think thisiis a very 
welt-thought-out, very factual 
sheet, that has tried to give you 
both the good news, and 
perhaps what some people con- 
sider the bad news, but I think

Big bucks: Arts Center raises 
largest private donations

One of ITfe "Tafgest con- 
tributions of money by in- 
dividuals, businesses and cor- 
porations in Virginia Beach has 
been raised by the Capital Cam- 
paip Committee for the Virginia 
Beach Art Center's new facility. 

Michael Marks , executive 
director for the Arts Center, said 
$3.5 million has been raised to 
help finance the new building. 
The total goal is to raise $7.5 
milhon, of which a total of $5.1 
million has been raised so far. 

He said the project has gotten a 
very strong reception from the 
community, as seen by the large 
donations from the private sec- 
tor. 

"The response of the com- 



munity has been strong and will 
continue to be stron|,'' Marks_ 
said. \ '

He 
said since the groundbreaking of 
the new 32,000 square-foot 
facility in Jiily, about $650,000 in 
new money had been raised. 

The campaign has been divided 
into three sections, Marks said. 



with private sector donations, 
city funding of $1.5 milhon, and 
state funding of $1.8 rnillion. 

In December, the Arts Center 
will begin a community cam- 
paign, where Virginia Beach 
residents will be invited to give 
whatever they can to the new cen- 
ter. 

The project has run into some 
snags along the way since the 
fundraising project began in 
1984, according to Marks. 

The center was expecting the 
state funding last year, but did 
not receive it. As a result, he said, 
fundraising activities had to be 
regrouped, and the Capital Cam- 
paign Committee was formed. 

Marks also concedes that the

Hunters play predator at Back Bay

A truck loaded with five 
Tidewater hunters and their 
early-morning catch of five small 
does pulled up in front of the 
contact station at Back Bay 
National Wildlife Refuge. 

The hunters were the first 
group to come back from the first 
day of gun hunting at the refuge. 
In fact, the 12-day hunt was the 
first one in the history of the 
refuge. 

Thomas Padgett of the Virpn- 
ia Game Commission office ex- 
plained that over time, the natu- 
ral enemies of the deo— wolves, 
bobcats and other predators- 
had disappeared form the Back 
Bay area, and now the hunters 
were takmg thdr place to ease an 



overpopulation of deer in the 
refuge. 

Robert McCawiaiid from Vir- 
ginia Beach said tho-e were a lot 
of deer in the rrfuge, but "thwe 
waai't much choice." 

McCausland, who has been 
hunting for ova 50 years, said he 
let sevoi deer go by before he

took his 63-pound, six-and-a- 
half-year-old doe. 

Lkiyd Blizell of Portanouth, 
another long-time huntw, said he 
also saw many deer. "I've seen 
more deet today than I've ev» 
seen in my life," he said. 



James Pritchaid of Norfolk 
said he saw five de» before he 
got the one he wanted. 

Padgett noted that the deer 
brougfit in had very little fat on 
their ribs and backbone near the 
tail. 

All of the deer brought in were 
also over two years old, which 
Padgett said is the oldest a 
healthy population of deer 
should be. Those signs indicated 
that the herd in Back Bay is not 
doing wdl, he said. 

"These deer are in poor 
condition," said Tony Legw, 
refuge manager. 

Refuge figures have diown the 
deer population to be at around 
300 deer, with the rrfuge only 
able to support 150 deer.

After hearing an attorney and 
representative of Adams Outdoor 
Advertisign oppose a proposed 
billboard ban, city council passed 
a resolution referring the 
billboard ordinance to the Plan- 
ning commission for con- 
sideration.

Virgiiiia Beach School Board candidates replacing 
board oKinbe-s from the Virginia Beach Borough, the 
Bayside Borough and the Primes Anne Borough will 
have to undergo interviews by the City Council. 

TTie council deddni r«»ntly to change proc«iures to 
allow public inteview before school board members are 
appoint^. 

The council is r«)uired by state law to hold a public 
meeting seven days before appointing members. One 
time, the Parent-Teacher Association held an interview 
session and made recommendations to council, but 
Councilwoman Barbara Heaky said she felt the council 
should be conducting the interviews. 

At this point, the council has set interviews for Nov. 
24 at 1 p.m. A public hearing on the appointments will 
be held on E)ec. 8 at 2 p.m.

After all, the school board receives its funding from the 
city. 

The school board will also be chosing a new superin- 
tendoit, a decision that will affe^ the school system for 
yrars to come. Henley said that is one reason why it is 
important for the council to have the interviews. 

The inta^ews could abo give coimcil a first hand 
look at the positions of the school board candidates. 
The council has traditionally relied on recommen- 
dations from nominating groups or groups like the PTA 
to help make the appointments . 

Of course, there is the danger that candidates may 
just tell council members what they want to hear, a con- 
cern expressed by one councilwoman. 

The danger could be overcome through the public 
hearing in December. The general public will be free to 
nominiUe school board candidates at the pubUc hearing. 
The public will also have a chance to make their 
opinions known about the appointees. 

The council agH&n is striving to make city government 
more accessible to the citizens of Virginia Beach.

Handicapped legislation cause for rejoicing

Americans who cherish out 
democratic system of government 
have cause to rejoice over 
legislation enacted by President 
Reagan on the civil rights of the 
handicapped who use the 
nation's commerdal airhnes. 



"The Sir Access Carrkr Act of 
1%6," sgned into law by Presi- 
dent Reagan, makes law the right 
of Amoicans with a handicap to 
use commercial airlines with safe- 
ty and dignity. 

For the handicapped travda, 
"the adventure of flying" has 
been just that, prwr to the 
passage of this important le^sla- 
tion. Until now, the handicapp«l 
air travder could expect any 
number of difficulties, from be- 
ing refuMd a choice of seat to 
bdng refused parage altogetho'. 

Oth» restrictions often inclu- 
ded an extra handling charges for 



wheelchairs, being required to 
travd with an aide, or bdng 
forc^ to give advance notice of 
intait to travd — as a handicap- 
ped individual — well in advance 
of dq)arture. 

Each of these restrictions was 
at the complete discretion of the 
airline off idal on rach particular 
Tliglit— wTth n o con si stency 
among airlines or even among 
different flights of the same 
airline. 

The quick passage of this 
legislatbn, activdy supported by 
the Paralyzed VetCTans of Ameri- 
ca and a broad ran^ of organiza- 
tions serving the needs of handi- 
capped .Americans, is an in- 
dication of the growing feeling 
nationwide that we can no longer 
tolerate discriminatory treatment 
of people who happen to have a 
handicap. 

The "Air CarriCT Access Act of 



1^6" addresses this critical need 
to protect the civil rigjits of the 
handic^iped paaseoger aboud 
commerdal airlines and is a 
tribute to the fme leadenfaip of 
Soiator Robert Dole (R-KS) and 
Rqnresentatives John Paul Ham- 

merschmidt (R-AR) and Norman 
Mineta (D-CA) in the House of 
Representatives. We owe^or 
thanks and apfwedatioii to tteae 
members of CongrcH aad many 
others in so^wrti^ oar nation's 
ideal of "equality for aU." 

In advocating faU dtiMnriiip, 
dignity and safe^ for 35 millwns 
handicapped Americans witiiin 
our great ikmocncy, our na- 
tion's repreaentatives have fur- 
ther protected these ri^rts for aU 
Americans.

A tale of 
two boys 



There has been a lot of concern 
lately with drug and alcohol use, 
espedally by young people. 

As a journalist, I've run into 
that concern twice over the past 
few weeks-once through "Get it 
Straight Week" in the schools, 
and again through a recent story 
on drug and alcohol abuse in 
Virginia Beach. 

I've been heartened to find 
that there are a lot of people who 
want to fight alcohol and drug 
abuse. And frankly, I agree with 
fh(»e pedpTe. 

Everybody has their horror 
stcHies about what alcohol at 
drugs has done to someone they 
know. My stories aren't any 
worse, but maybe tefflng them, 
maybe I can make a small 
difference. 

When I was back in h^h 
sdiod, one boy was killed and 
another crippled for life within a 
few months of each other 
because of alcohol. 

In the first case, a group of 
kids was out at a local lake, 
goofing off with some other kids 
visiting from Illinois. 

All of them had been drinking. 

That's when one of the local 
boys started a fight with a boy 
from Illinois. In order to protect 
himself, the Dlinois boy grabbed 
a knife, and the local boy was 
stabbed, 
o While his drunken buddies 
tried to get him to a hospital, he 
bled to death. 

A few months later, a carload 
of kids was driving home down a 
back road. The driver, who was 
found to be legally drunk, ap- 

As I looked around a 
crowd of bright young faces 
at a recent "Get it Straight" 
r(My..J couldn't help but 
wonder how many of those 
kids would be hooked on 
cocaine or alcohol by the 
time they reached high 
school. 

parently veered off the road and 
hit a tree. No one was hurt, ex- 
cept for one boy on the passenger 
side, who ended up iMrtially 
paralyzed . 

The doctors said he would 
newex walk again. But with the 
help of a cane, he walked across 
our hi^ schod stage to accept 
his dipbma. 

As far as I know, he still uses 
the cane, and will probably never 
walk normally agam.> 

I certainly don't mean to 
preach to anyone by telling these 
stories. Using drugs or alcohol is 
not necessarily prevented by 
someone telling someone else 
«1iat todo. 

I just want people to see the 
tragedy that misusing alcohol ot 
drugs can cause. I watched two 
young people with potential 
destroyed because of alcohol 
abuse. 

And it wasn't just the two boys 
that were affected. Families and 
friends were shattered, too. 

I remember the father of the 
boy who was killed coming into 
the kxal newspaper office where 
I worked one summer, angry at 
k}sing \m son than he was at the 
paper for printing what 
happened.

Inspect chimneys, furnaces for winter

numbo" of fires. 

During these cold days, people 
will tend to take chances while 
trying to keep warm. Homes will 
be closed tight and if a fire was to 
get started it would go undetected 
by a passerby until it was too 
large to handle by anyone but the 
fire department. 

So ^ ready for winter by 
having chimneys cleaned now. 
The average cost for having a 
chimnqr clean^ is $45. Ask if the 
company is fully licensed and 
insured. 

Make sure there is seasoned 
wood on hand ready to bum. 
•p^ Seasoned wood is any hardwood 
thathiasbeenoutadefo dxto 12 
mt)nths. Do not use pine for it 
will cause more creosote buildup. 

What is creosote? Creosote is 

the oily buildup of tar from the 
burning of wood in a wood rtove 
or fireplace. Pine has more sap in 
it than a hardwood like oak or 
maple. 

Purchase a screen for the front 
of the fireplace so embers won't 
escape. 

Have the fireplace and chim- 
ney cleaned and serviced after 
every two cords of wood burned. 
This is very important. A chim- 
ney fire is serious. 

When the creosote buildup is 
thick and there is a hot fiiv, the 
creosote catches fire and ignites 
the oily substance and fire burns 
all the way up to the top. 

Fire will then shoot out the 
top, embers fall on the roof and 
the chimney gets very hot whwe it 
runs through the attic. Some- 
times it's hot enou^ to ignite the 
rafters. 

What should someone do if 
you have a chimney fire? First, 
close the doors to the wood stove 
or if there are gjass doors, close 
them. This cuts off the oxygai to 
the fire. 

Immediatdy call the fire de- 
partment at 911. 

The fire department will come 

in and extinguish the fife and 

\ check the attic. At this time the 



fireplace will be tagged inoper- 
able and it must not be used until 
it is cleaned and serviced. 

This red tag must not be 
removed l^ the homeowner. 
AftCT it is serviced, call 486-1234 
and a fire ijispectof will come out 
an4 «^est 80^ ^sOove the red 
tae. 

Call for a free inspection at the 



same numbCT. 

Have oil furnaces serviced and 
inspected. If space heaters must 
be used, choose one that shuts off 
automatically if it tips over. For 
kerosene heatas use only Kl 
fuel. Do not use gasoline or diesd 
fuel. 

Never use gasoline to start a 
fire in a fireplace.

The league also works on 
community improvement. She 
said the league had entrance signs 
put up at both entrances to 
Bayville Park, and community 
members see to it that the signs 
are kq)t litter-free and see that 
the gf ass around the signs is kept 
mowed. 

More recently, the league has 
been planting crepe myrtle trees 
in the neighborhood. Roberson 
said the league was also respon- 
sible for getting the city to put in 
a gravel path and a fence ihrough 
the community.

council in 60 days, whh the plan- 
ning commission's recommen- 
dations. 

Laura Zombardi, representing 
Adams, suggested that council 
form a committee with members 
of the industry to take a com- 
prehensive look at the present 
billboards. She said, that council 
has always looked at future 
billboards. She proposed looking 
at the present billboards with the 
intention of replacing them,, 
rebuilding them or moving them 
to other locations. 

Under the ordinance, all 
billboards would be banned. 
However, billboards already in 
existence would be allowed to 
remain under a grandfather 
clause. 

A billboard is defined by the 
city as a sign which advertises an 
establishment, business, or ser- 
vice on a site separate from the 
establishment, business or service 
it advertises. 

Hunter Sims, attorney for 
Adams, said that of the 127 
billboard faces in the city, which 
would be allowed to remain, 
Adams owns 105. About 70 



structures contain the 127 faces 
or advertising messages. 

Sims said that the reasons 
given for the ban in the proposed 
ordinance are not supported by 
fact. 

The ordinance states that the 
billboards are not aesthetically 
pleasing, that they do not attract 
tourists, and that they are a traf- 
fic hazard. 

Sims said no information is 
available linking the billboards to 
traffic safety. He said the fact that 
in the last 10 or 11 years, no one 
has requested that any sign be 
removed, indicates that safety is 
not an issue. 

He said further, that a ruling 
of the Viriginia Supreme Court in 
1945 holds that municipalities 
cannot exercise their police 
powers to impose restrictions 
solely for aesthetic reasons. 

"What may be aesthetically 
pleasing to one is not 
aesthetically pleasing to 
another," he said. 

Sims said that billboards are 
few in number compared to on- 
site signs, and do serve a purpose 
in directing persons to places they 
many want to go. He said a 
balance needs to be achieved and

that council did not proceed in 
the right maner. 

Sims said that Zombardi's 
suggestion was a good one, that if 
the ordinace were approved, the 
city would be creating a 
monopoly for Adams. "We want 
something that would be better 
for the city and for us," he said. 

He said tim the billboard ban is 
s-festr.iction--«fh ifceedom <©f 
speech, and that the ordinance 
deals mostly with aesthetics. 

What's more, Sims pointed 
out, "you folks are in the 
billboard business just like 
everyone else!" he cited the city's 
billboard at the Bay Bridge Tun- 
nel, and another on State 64 east 
of Richmond which, he said, is 
the most prominent billboard in 
Virginia. 

If billboards were eliminated, 
he sai9", flie on-premises signs, 
which are addressed in another 
ordinance, would be 15 times 
more prominent. 

Councilman John D- Moss, 
who supports the billboard ban, 
as^ed, "Is the purpose of the 
billboard to attract the attention 
of the motorist?" 

Sims replied that the on- 
premises signs call for closer at- 



tention because more writing in a 
smaller print is on the signs. 

Moss concluded that when a 
motorist is reading the billboard, 
he is not watching traffic. "It's 
inconsequential that statistics 
don't bear out billboards cause 
accidents," giving as an example 
the case -of a rear-ender. The 
billbord reader isn't going to tell 
the police officer that" he was 
reading a billboard. Moss said. 

When Zombardi made her 
proposal. Mayor Robert G. 
Jones asked if the industry could 
build a billboard that is not more 
than 12 feet in height, the 
limitation for a sign on premises. 

Zombardi replied 24 feet. 

McClanan pointed out that 
billboards are allowed only on 
undeveloped property. As soon 
as the property is developed, the 
sign has to be removed. 

"Arc you suggesting," asked 
Councilman Harold Helschober, 
"the relocation of existing signs 
and un-grandfathering the signs 
we don't like?" 

Zombardi agreed with this 
assessment, saying, "What we 
have now is not the best we can 
do." 

Having a committee for four 



years is a little much, said Coun- 
cilman Albert Balko. Nobody on 
the committee, he said, wanted to 
bend. Some of the billboards are 
absolutely atrocious; some are 50 
feet high; some look like pieces 
of plywood. Rae LcSesne, of 
Kempsville; Sandra Tainter, of 
the Redmill Civic League and 
Lou Pace of the Hunt Club 
Fordst Civic League, suppwted 
the ordinance. 

Council sent the ordinace to 
the Planning Commission, with 
directions to consider the 
regulation of all new billboards in 
the city. 

Removed from the resolution 
was a statement that the city 
believes that the billboards con- 
stitute a definite traffic hazard, 
are aesthetically displeasing, do 
not attract tourists to the city, 
and may cause a hazard to 
pedestrians using the public 
rights-of-way. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
said that it was wrong to tell the 
Planning Commission the council 
was opposed to billboards. 

Regarding Zombardi's offer, 
McClanaa said that the proposal 
is evidence that the signs are not 
attractive. 



Coundlwoman Barbara Henley 

said that she had no problem with 
sending the ordinance to the 
Planning Commission. But she 
also agreed with Baum. 

McClanan said she just didn't 
want the issue to drag on and on. 

Coundlwoman Meyera Obem- 
dorf said that the industry sud- 
denly Ifnows they have some 
aesthd!baUy displeasing billboards. 
Out of the four years, she 
said, what materialized was a 
stalemate. 

Of questions on how the in- 
dustry will present their proposal, 
Oberndorf said, "they will make 
their voices heard!" 

Moss said that he has heard 
Planning Commission members 
say they would like some direc- 
tion from city council. 

"Council should not be afraid 
to give directions," he said. 

Coundlwoman Nancy Parker 
warned that removal of the 
billboards to other areas may 
result in more structures. 

"Sometimes I think our city 
signage overdoes it," .added 
Jones, while Councilman John 
Perry said he thought some 
billboards were atrocious.

•A magnifier that fits over the 
ballot and makes it possible for 
people who have left their glasses 
behind to see the writing on the 
ballot. 

•Adapters for the booths

Beach farmers facing additional pressures due to federal tax reform 



Virginia Beach farmers who 
are under finandal strain could 
face additional pressures as a 
restrtt-eiUhe^massive federal tax 
overhaul, according to an 
agricultural economist. 

The reforms will discourage i 
"farming" to take advantage of 
the tax code and reduce invest- 
ment incentives in commodities 
which are already in surplus sup- 
ply. 

"One goal of the tax reform 
act is to discourage such outside 
investments." Leon L. Geyer, 
eHHMmist said. "Agricultural in- 



vestments are to be made on the 
basis of their economic return 
and not on thdr tax return." 

The tax compromise bill would 
eliminate many tax provisions 
heavily used by farmers, in- 
cluding investment tax credits, 
special treatment for capital 
gains, income averaging and 
rapid depreciation of real estate 
and equipment. 

If adopted as it now stands, the 
tax bill will eliminate income 
averaging. In addition, the 
removal of favorable capital 
gains treatment for farmland will 



make the selling of land more ex- 
pensive from a tax standpoint. 

Farmers who are going out of 
business will also be affected by 
the new tax rules. 

"If a farmer is in the process of 
selling out due to insolvency, he 
or she should look at the special 
rules on discharging indebted- 
ness," Geyer said. "There are 
some changes that will, in fact, 
lighten the burden on the farmer . ' ' 

Another major concern to 
fanners is the rapid depreciation 
rules. Geyer said there will be 
three major changes affecting 



farm autos, single purpose 
agricultural structures and farm 
buildings. 

Autos used on the farm and 
home computers will be moved 
from three-year to five-year 
property. "When farmers buy a 
new car or light truck, th^ will 
be forced to write it off over a 
longer period of time under the 
new tax bill," Geyer said. 

Single purpose horticultural 
and agricultural structures, such 
as farrowing or brooder houses, 
will move from five-year to 
seven-year property under the 



proposed tax changes. 

The depreciation of farm 
buildings will change from the 
current status of 19-year to 31.5- 
year property. "This m«ms that 
it's going to take longer to 
recover the costs of investments 

in certain types of agricultural 
structures," Geyer said. "It 
could make it slightly more ex- 
pensive to produce poultry and 
hogs." 

To best take advantage of new 



provisions, he said that farmers 
should push their income into 
future years if at all possible. 

"Because the tax rates are going 
to be lower, farmers should even 
put off their income to 1988, in- 
stead of 1987," Geyer said. 

Geyei^ predicts that, on the 
whole, the new tax bill will cause 
pidy slight repercussions. "It's 

going to mean a little change 
around the margins to most far- 
mers," he said.

receipt of the helpline form from 
the program coordinator. 

The first month's statistics in- 
dicate that the majority of callers 
reported more than one concern 
about a specific road.

Jones: Mr. Mudiknbeck, I'm 
sure the city has been getting a 
number of calls on questions 
from the citizens regarding 
things that aren't clear to them. 
What have the staff been repor- 
ting to you that the public 
seems to have the most interest 
in? 

Muehlenbeck: Sure. Mr. 
Mayor and Mrs. Oberndorf, 
the major questions that we've 
had was "Well, flne, we realize 
these projects are very impor- 
tant, but how fast are they 
going to become reality? How 
soon are we going to get the 
roads built if we in fact approve 
of these? How fast is that 
recreation center going to rise 
up out of the ground and the 
site acquired as far as the school 
sites are concerned, the schools 
-MngjSMtmeitcdl'' ^^-^ 

And I think that we have 
gone out publicly and stated 
and have referred on a number 
of occasions to the point that 
these, roads, practically every 
one of them, will be started 
within a two-year period. 

We have already moved 
ahead and are ready to move 
ahead with engineering and ar- 
chitectural work on the roads. 
Now that would be the very fir- 
st step, followed very shortly by 
any land that would have to be 
acquired, but that we could be 
under construction within a 
two-year period. 

As far as the recreation site is 
concerned, all of the design 
work has been completed in 
that facility, and with some 
very small modiflcations, we 
could be ready to go out for bid 
in very short order on that, and 
certainly, within the next calea- 
dar year, be under construc- 
tion. 

The school sites — we would 
be narrowing those down — the 
school board would be 
narrowing those sites down— 
for purchase in the very near 
future, and within the next two 
years, many of these schools 
would be underway. 

So I think, Mr. Mayor, Mrs. 
Oberndorf, the major questions 
that we've had, again, have 
been how ^t we get started. 

I guess the second question, 
too, has been "What about a 
tax increase?" 

Jones: Well, before we come 
to that point, let's see if we have 
our first call.

Jones: Good evening, this is 
City Council Reports. 

Caller: Hi, Mayor Jones? Hi, 
I'm a citizen from the Kemps- 
ville Borough and I was won- 
dering, if these bond referen- 
dums don't pass, what happens 
then?

Jones: Let me go ahead and 
take a try ttt that. Unfor- 
tunately,^ the dty really has no' 
fall-back position on these 
referenda. There's no other 
funding source available to 
build the projects that are on 
the referenda. 

If the funds are not approved 
by the public, we don't have the 
money someplace else, and 
whereas the council has agreed 
that all of these projects are 
essential, and need to be built, 
we just won't have the money 
to build them, and that means 
that the construction of all 
those projects are going to be 
put off in the future sometime 
when money somehow does 
become available. 

Caller: I see. 

Jones: Does that answer, the 
question... 

Caller: Yes, it does. 

Jones:. ..Or would you like to 
have some conunent from the 
city manager or Mrs. Ober- 
ndorf? 

Muehlenbeck: I think you're 
right on target, mayor. The 
only other alternative, of 
course, would be to raise taxes 
in the meantime to support that 
additional expenditure, but it 
would be a tremendous increase 
all at one time to support those 
kind of improvements, so I 
think you're right on target. 

Jones: The financing with the 
bonds does give us a way to 
spread out the cost of the 
projects over a period of the 
youthful life of the facility, so 
that the people who enjoy then 
at the same time are paying a 
smaller share over those years.

Jones: Good evening, this is 
City Council Reports. 

Caller: Yes, I live in the 
Malibu area of the city. . . 

Jones: Right. 

Caller: ...and on the last 
school bond we was told that 
Malibu school would be getting 
air conditioning... 

Jones: Okay. 

Caller: ...and now I under- 
stand it didn't go 
through— we're not even on the 
list for it. Is there any plans for 
that on this bond? 

Jones: Not on this bond 
referendum, but there are plans 
to air-condition Malibu school. 
Mrs. Oberndorf, would you 
"Hike-to teke a^-ihere's been^,-f-~ 
would say, a great deal of con- 
fusion about what was and 
what was not on that last 
referendum in regard to the air 
conditioning, and I think Mrsr 
Oberndorf can explain what 
happened and where we are 
with that project. 

Oberndorf: I think what 
happened is in the 1985 
referendum, which was 
defeated by the citizens of 
Virginia Beach, the air- 
conditioning projects were in- 
cluded. 

When the school board came 
back last November with the 
referendum, they deleted the 
air-conditioning projects from 
their request to the public, and 
at that time, it was decided that 
the monies that were not used 
by the school board at the end 
of the term would be returned 
to the city and the city would in 
turn give it back to the school 
board to go ahead and fund the 
air-conditioning projects. 

The school board made the 
determination of three phases 
of putting in air-conditioning in 
the sdiools and that is how the 
prioritizing of which school 
would get air-conditioning at 
what point were made. And 
that's how they're listed in the 
Capital Improvements 
Program. 

the actual selection of the 
schools was handled entirely by 
the school board, and was not 
hampered or tampered with by 
the council. 

Caller: Okay, thank you very 
much. 

Jones: Could I just add a 
point before you leave? I think 
that where we are with the air 
conditioning of schools is that 
it's unfair to some residents and 
their children, particularly 
those in the northern part of the 
city, when the city builds nice, 
spanking new schools with 
complete air-conditioning 
systems, and that the only way 
to be fair is to air-condition the 
entire school system. And the 
only problem is where the funds 
are going to become available. 

This month, the city manager 
at the request of the council^ 
was able^ta?find $1.5 million, 
which will fund during this next 
year, and I think they're star- 
ting in the near future. . . 

Muehlenbeck: Right away, 
yes, sir. 

Jones: ...and we will have, I 
think it's four, elementary 
schools air conditioned . . . 

Muehlenbeck: Six. 

Jonn: ...sbc of them, by 
April. Those schools, I believe 
Malibu is included, isn't it? 

Mnehtenbcck: I don't recall 
if they were in the first phase, 
but we will make funds 
available for six elementaries 
before we started. 

Jones: So we are — it's the 
speed with which we can 
proceed with that program is 
simply a question of the 
availability of the dollars. The 
council's committ^ to getting 
the job done.

Jones: Well, those— the 
council appreciates that ad- 
ditional housing and increases in 
real estate values do make a 
contribution to our budget, and 
revenues are certainly counted 
on when we sit down in the 
spring of each year to finally 
ratify the budget that's presen- 
ted to us by the city manager. 
So those funds have been ap- 
propriated to the ongoing 
operational capital im- 
provement budget of the city. 

It's just that these additional 
projects that we're talking 
about, the money hasn't gone 
that far. 

Caller: Okay, thank you. 

Jones: Well, I don't— if you 
have something more to follow 
up on your question, I'd be glad 
to hear, you know, you 
elaborate on it more before you 
leave.

the Kempsville area, when I 
moved into it ten years ago, the 
Charlestown section was being 
built at that time, Brigadoon 
,.was builJt--dhe back section had 
not— we've had Bentree built, 
we've had a large, a very large 
section built up off of Indian 
River Road, we've had the back 
section of Brigadoon built, 
we've had a large section of 
Charlestown expanded. 

Yet the only road expansion 
from Indian River Road west 
has been just the new road, or 
the new expansion of Kem- 
psville Road. 

We've had one new school 
built in the area, plus Brandon 
Junior High, but I was just 
wondering with all these— with 
all this increase in revenues for 
this particular section of Kem- 
psville, we're not seeing too 
much road improvement in this 
area. 

Oberndorf: Let me add to 
that. Being a 23-year resident of 
Kempsville, may I point out 
that all of us who moved out to 
Kempsville and became part of 
that magnificent community, 
we simply— the households do 
not pay enough taxes to support 
the services and the infrastruc- 
ture that is needed to bring the 
road and schools to the level 
that we have grown into. 

I think what we have found is 
that the development does not 
bring along with it the 
developers' share of paying for 
roads that are adjacent to the 
community. 

For instance, they build the 
roads within your develop- 
ments, but they are not respon- 
sible for even contributing 
toward the payment of the 
roads that run adjacent to your 
developments. 

The school sites have to be 
purchased from the developers, 
and the schools that are built 
have to be paid for by ail the 
taxpayers. 

Obviously, that cost has 
become greater each year.|^\wi 
recreational facilities or areas 
have to be purchased from the 
developers. 

So I think what we're saying 

is— and we're not pointing a 
finger— that the growth in the 
last 23 years has outstrip^d the 
ability of the city to provide for 
the infrastructure, and we're 
now saying that it necessitates a 
partnership between the citizens 
and the city council to allow us 
to borrow the money to address 
these needs. 

I think one thing we did 
neglect to tell you is we have a 
borrowing limitation in the City 
of Virginia Beach of a million a 
year. Any monies after that, we 
need to come to you the citizens 
for your approval and 
cooperation in building these 
major projects. 

Caller: Okay. 

Jones: Thank you.

I 
was wondering, why aren't 



Jones: Good evening. City 
Council Reports. 

Caller: Yes sir, I'm sorry, I 
have a slight cold. I live on 
Atlantic Avenue and have lived 
here for 30 years. I have a 
question regarding Atlantic 
Avenue. 

I think great strides have 
been done in the other parts of 
Virginia Beach. But the tourists 
who come to see us each ynr, 
which is a big part of this com- 
munity, one of the biggest 
complaints is the traffic con- 
ditions and the honky-tonk 



nature of Atlantic Avenue. 

I'd like to know— there's 
been gossip for many years- 
Atlantic Avenue being conver- 
ted into a one-way street, which 
in my humble opinion, I do 
think would help. I do know 
that each side of the street has 
argued for years on which way 
it should go. 

And secondly, regarding the 
signs that we have heard recen- 
tly that there's a possibility that 
many of the signs could be 
removed, which I think would 
get rid of some of that at- 
mosphere. 

And thirdly, I'd like to com- 
pliment you on great strides 
that have been done on the 
boardwalk for people to have 
something to do, with the 
opening of the outside cafes. 

And I'll listen for your an- 
swer. Thank you. 

Jones: Well, I think that the 
first thing I would like to say is 
that^L think the council is very 
aWs'e that «re neel^ to dress up 
the resort area, and three years 
ago, it is now, the councU ap- 
pointed the Resort Area Ad- 
visory Commission, which has 
done a trenieiidous job of 
trying to coordinate and pull 
together an overall plan for the 
development of the enhan- 
cement of our resort area. 

There is going to be construc- 
ted between now and the 
opening of the resort season 
next year, three substreet 
demonstration projects, which I 
think will make a dramatic im- 
provement in the appearance 
down there, and which I hope 
will capture the imagination of 
people to show what Virignia 
Beach's resort area could look 
like. 

Now, I'm going to just duck 
for a moment on the rest of the 
questicm and aak Nfr. MueUen- 
beck if he could help tell us 
where we are with the rest of the 
Atlantic Avenue project. 

MpckkalNGk: Certainly. 
We've ^ had, of course, the im- 
provement for the overlooks 
that are already on board as far 
as the boardwalk: is concerned 
as the gentlenuui was talking 
about. 

The signs are being reviewed 
now— there is a spedal group 
that is looking at the s^ns to see 
if, in feet, somMhlng can be 
done about those with the least 
amount of problems with the 
people that own the signs. 

And the city council, just two 
weeks ago, in fact, because of 
some of the problems we wne 
having with the sidewalk, the 
curbing and the handicapped 
ramps, appropriated an excess 
of $90,000 so we could begin on 
that immediately and not to 
have to go through another 
tourist season— and seasons 
with our own citizens, too, for 
that matter— of having the 
problems with the sidewalk and 
the possibility of injuries that 
could happen. 

We have 'stepped up the 
cleanliness efforts in the area, 
the weed cutting. I think in the 
spring you will see a lot more 
turf being planted tha t w ill 
establish, hopeftilly, -iryt^ 
nice-lookihg green ^It dong 
the boardwalk, one that is not 
all that pleasant at this thne. So 
some significant improvements 
have been made, significant 
improvements are contem- 
plated. The city council just this 
past week appropriated funds 
for the complete landscaping of 
the parking lot behind the 
Dome and across the street on 
city-owned property. 

I'm trying to bring ail our 
property in conformance with 
the landscaping ordinance that 
many of the new structures in 
the resort area are having to 
comply with and other places in 
the city. 

So I really feel, Mr. Mayor 
and Mrs. Oberndorf, that the 
council has made some 
significant strides in this area 
and we will continue. 

Jones: We'd obviously like to 
do a lot more, but it takes 
money. Thank you for your 
call. 



JoMs: Thank you. 

Caller: First question is if the 
bond referendum is approved, 
how will this affect the taxes of 
the residents of the Virginia 
Beach area? 

Jones: You mean you're 
going to have one after that? 

Caller:No,this'llbeit. 

Jona: Are you going to- 
just that one question? 

Caller: Yes, sir. 

Jones: All right. Could I an- 
swer that a little bit by referring 
to a letter that appeared in The 

Virginian-Pilot this morning 
about what the tax impact is? It 
was really, in my judgement, 
very misleading. 

We have tried to be as open 
and up-front as possible with 
the public to give a complete 
picture of what the tax impact is 
going to be. The fact is that the 
taxes will go up 10 cents from 
80 cents, on $100 of assessed 
value, to 90 cents. 

But if you are watching your 
television sit, I'd like to see if 
the camera can come in a little 
bit to show what the tax 
situation is with the real estae 
taxes at present in Virginia 
Beach. 

I have on this figure, the tax 
rate in Chesapeake, Newport 
News, Hampton, Norfolk, Por- 
tsmouth, Richmond, and Fair- 
fax County. And then, over 
here, is our tax rate. Now, it 
would take a 30 percent in- 
crease in taxes to bring us up to 
almost the tax— the lowest 
tax— of the next major 
metropolitan city in Virginia. 

It would take a 50 percent in- 
crease in our tax rate to bring us 
up to what the average is. So, 
we're talking here about a ten- 
cent increase in taxes, which 
would bring us up just a little 
bit on this final diagram— and 
if we can get the telephone 
number— see, there.

For years the students and 
faculty of this school have relied 
on two traffic guards to control 
the flow of traffic entering and 
exiting the school.

Highway user taxes shouldn't be only support 



Editor: 

There have been a number of 
public comments objecting to use 
of sales tax revenue for the high- 
way program and other transpor- 
tation purposes. The implication 
in these arguments is that high- 
way user taxes should be the only 
support for the state's entire road 
system. We respectfully disagree. 

Nationally, only about 60 per- 
cent of the money spent on road 
programs is collected from high- 
way user taxes. The balance is 
most other states is raised in the 
form of general revenue, mainly 
at the local level, through various 
types of property taxes. ■ 



Virignia is only one of two 
Southern States and one of 11 
nationally which subsidizes mass 
transit with highway user taxes. 
Moreover, the new program calls 
for funding airports, and seapor- 
ts as well as mass transit from a 
single construction fund. 

Certainly, it would not be fair 
to spend the consumer-based 
highway taxes for these non- 
highway purposes. 

In this debate, it is implied that 
the poor will suffer ^because of 
the sales tax, and tnat motor 
vehicle owners sire, somehow. 



the only beneficiaries of highway 
transportation. The general 
public likewise benefits enor- 
mously. 

Good highways support our 
three major industries: manufac- 
turing, tourism and agriculture, 
all of which provide jobs. Some 70 • 
percent of the state's com- 
munities rely entirely on high- 
ways for all land travel. In ad- 
dition, good roads lower the costs 
of providing education, health 
care, police and fire protection, 
and a vast array of other swrvices 
provided by both the public and 
private sector. 



In Virginia, since the state 
maintains or helps support vir- 
tually all of the road systems, 
there is very little general fund 
contribution at all. Moreover, 
Virginia permits its localities to 
levy a special and selective tax on 
motor vehicles — the local 
registration fee— for general 
revenue purposes. 

This pre-empts the state from 
this traditional highway user tax 
source, and it amounts to 
millions of dollars annually. 

This situation is further com- 
pounded by the fact that Virginia 
diverts oyer $33 million annually 
to mass transit, clearly a general 
public responsibility.

those on fixed incomes and are 
highly regressive. 

Cunently, state and federal 
motor fuel taxes are 24 cents per 
gallon. At present prices, this is 
equivalent to a 45 percent sales 
tax, as compared with a 4 percent 
general sales tax. 

The aggregate highway user tax 
load on Virginia motorists is 
among the highest in nation, 
whereas our general tax burden 
now ranks 44th among the states. 

It is also worth noting that we 
estimate that over 80 percent of 
those persons making under 
$5,000 per year commute to work 
by motor vehicle.

I guess it might be 
said that I am a history buff of 
sorts. 

On family vacations, I was 
never interested in getting pic- 
tures of people— I always wanted 
pictures of the interesting old 
buildings. 

While my mother would be 
saying, "Hurry up and take the 
picture so we can go, Steph," I'd 
be moaning, "But Mom, I can't 
until all those-pesky people get— ^ 
out of the way!" 

In a way, it is kind of ironic 
that I have ended up in a business 
that insists on having people in 
every picture. -- 

I think my interest in historic 
places was one reason why I en- 
joyed a trip my family took p 
England in 1976 so much. The 
English never seem to tear 
anything down. 

Two things stick out the most 
in my mind about the trip. One 
was touring an ancient church, 
built in 1076. There was an in- 
teresting iron gateway outside the 
church, where they used to place 
a casket overnight after a funeral. 

Our tour guide explained that 
if the body was gone in the mor- 
ning, the superstitious people of 
the time would assume the person 
was a vampire and start a hunt 
with wooden stakes and crosses.

"Happy Days Are Here 
Again" is a catchy little melody 
that, having heard it all evening 
on election night, is hard to shake 
out of my mind. 

Apart from being a political 
victory song for years, its verse 
symbolizes the feeling that many 
association members have had 
since election day. We have en- 
dorsed and worked hard for a 
winner, a winner in Owen 
Pickett, and winning issues in the 
bond referenda. 

My purpose here, however, is 
not to resurrect all the virtures 
of our candidate and all of the 
issues of why we needed schools 
and roads. 

Nov. 4 was more than a 
victory for Owen and for bonds. 
It was a new milestone in the 
noii^ical effectiveness of mem- 



bers of the VBEA, VEA and 
NBA. Under the umbrella of the 
association's political action 
committees, educator members 
gain more confidence as each elec- 
tion passes, a confidence that 
says they can truly make a dif- 
ference. 

I want to emphasize that each 
member's participation is totally 
voluntary and that to belong to 
VBEA/VEA/NEA PACs, they 
contribute money that is separate 
from their regular dues. 

No association dues money is 
contributed directly to any can- 
didate's campaign for public of- 
fice. As it is in any learning 
process, the more one does 
something, the better he or she 
gets at doing it. So it is with 
organizational activities. 

Another election is coming in 



December, in which candidates 
will be nominated to fill Owen's 
seat in the House of Delegates of 
the Virginia General Assembly. 

Candidates of all parties will be 
asked to fill out a questionnaire 
and submit themselves to a per- 
sonal interview by members of 
VBEA's Political Action Com- 
mittee. Questions and dialogue 
center upon issues that deal with 
education and educators. 

The candidate that is more in 
philosophical agreement with 
association positions, the can- 
didate who will agree to work for 
some of our big issues, and the 
candidate who is most electable, 
will likely get an endorsement. 

An endorsement by a political 
action committee frequently sen- 
ds some voter constituencies into 
a fear complex, which generate 



cries of candidate ownership and 
exclusive representation. 

We don't own Owen Pickett 
because of our work and con- 
tributions. No one does. We 
won't own our endorsed can- 
didate in December, if we endor- 
se one. 

What our endorsement does 
gain is access to the candidate as 
a legislator, sincere consideration 
of our legislative needs, and a 
pledge to vote for and, when 
possible and practical, help us at- 
tain our legislative objectives. 
Few legislators are 100 percent 
right on our positions, although 
there are some. 

We will find other endorsed 
candidates who will not be able to 
support us on one issue or 
another. While this is disappoin- 
ting, especially on major issues, 



we still maintain an exceptional 
relationship wilh legislators and 
state officials. Our lobbying 
record, particularly in the area of 
school funding, is one of 
significant and professional ac- 
complishment.

Dow ne«n all-tinie high 

The Dow Industrial Average 
closed last week at 1886, just 33 
points away from its all-time high 
of 1919. In the process, the "blue 
chip" index has tacked on about 
150 points since its September 
low point in the 1740 to 1750 
region. 

Back in July, the Dow 
culminated a summer move to a 
new high of 1909, and promptly 
plummeted 66 points in one day, 
subsequently falling to 1750 
before finding support. Again in 
September, new high ground was 
reached at 1919, only to be 
followed by another selling squall 
at 86 points down, and again fin- 
ding support at 1750.

About 2,600 persons are in- 
jured by excessively hot tap water 
scalds from water fati^ts^to toe 
home every year. Children under 
five and the elderly suffer the 
most. Many of these injuries are 
serious and some are fatal. 

Most adults will suffer a third- 
degree burn if exposed to 150 
degree water for only two seconds. 
Burns will also occur with ex- 
posure to a water temperature of 
140 degrees for six seconds, or to 
a water temperature of 130 



degrees for 30 seconds. About 
five minutes' exposure is required 
to cause a third-degree burn when 
the water temperature is 120 
degrees. 

If anyone has an electric water 
heater, have an electrician lower 
the setting. 

When choosing to make the 
temperature adjustment per- 
'^nidly, shut off the current to the 
water heater first. This can be 
done by turning off the circuit 
breaker or removing the fuse 
that serves the water heater. 

Most electric water heaters 
have two thermostats, both of 
which must be set at the same set- 
ting for the heater to operate. 
To make the adjustment, remove 
the upper and lower access 
panels, and pull aside the in- 



sulation material covering the 
thermostats. Use a small 
screwdriver and turn the dial of 
the temperature control on both 
upper and lower thermostats to a 
lower setting. 

The thermostat on the water 
heater should be set between 120 
and 125 degrees fahrenheit or 49 
to 51 degrees Celsius. 

Do not touch any other screws 
or wires. Replace the insulation 
and access panels, then restore 
the power to the water heater. 

To check the water tem- 
perature, use a candy or meat 
thermometer at the faucet. It's 
best to do this first thing in the 
morning for a correct reading. 

For gas water heaters, call the 
gas company for instructions. 
Also for on-line oil furnace water 



heaters, consult the fuel oil sup- 
plier. 

Hot water burns are serious. 
Never take hot water temperature 
for granted. Motels, office, 
family, and friends' homes could 
have high settings. 

Always test the hot water 
before using the bathtub or 
shower. Children are fascinated 
by water and will turn on faucets 
when they are alone in a bath- 
room. 

Third-degree burns are bums 
involving all layers of the §kin. 
Such a burn cannot heal by itself, 
but requires the best surgical 
care. Skin grafting, infection, 
skin shrinkage, disability and 
scarring are to be contended 
with.

She said there are some alter- 
natives available, however. 
Seniors on a limited income can 
get subsidized housing, where the 
government helps pay the rent or 
offers special housing facilities. 

The Etepartment of Social Ser- 
vices also offers an auxiliary 
grant payment. But she said that 
Umits the homes to ones that will 
take the auxiliary payments. For 
the most part, area adult hom« 
take private pay patients first, 
then will take the auxiliary grant 
patients if there is room. 



De Grouche added, however, 
that a new adult home is being 
built on Colonial Road, which 
will make auxiliary payment 
patients a priority. 

There is also Beth Sholom 
Sands, the Luther Manor and 
Russell House, which offer in- 
dependent living situations for 
seniors, but there is often a 
waiting list for those facilitin. 

Some families have chosen to 
have an elderly parent live with 
the family. De Grouche said 
workers in Social Services are 
finding more and more families 



who are opting for this type of 
care. 

"I think there are a lot of 
families providng care," she said. 

But De Grouche said the 
department sometimes gets calls 
from a family member who is 
burned out from caring for a 
senior full-time, asking for a 
referral to a nursing home. 

Virginia Beach does have an 
adult day care center, and De 
Grouche said some families use 
the center to be able to take a 
break from caring fora senior. 

The city also offers the Respite 



program, which provides 
someone to come in and look af- 
ter a senior, aUowing the family 
to get out for a while, 

Other seniors prefer to live in- 
dependently. One program 
through the Virginia Beach 
Department of Housing and 
Community Development mat- 
ches homeowners needing finan- 
cial assistance with tenants who 
need housing. 

De Grouche said the Depar- 
tment of Social Services has two 
homemakers on the staff, who 
occasionally visit homes to do 



housework, shopping, or take a 
senior to a doctor's appointment. 

Social Services also offers a 
companion service, where the 
department makes a contract 
with someone who will come into 
a senior's home and take care of 
day-to-day needs, up to 40 hours 
a week, she said. 

De Grouche said the depart- 
ment tries to make sure a senior 
remains independent if they want 
to stay at home, but sometimes, 
the senior needs more care than 
they can get living at home. 

She said there is a program, 
similar to the foster child 



program, where an "adoptive" 
family might care for a senior 
full-time, as an alternative to a 
nursing home. 

In fact, she said many nursing 
homes in the Tidewater area now 
have waiting lists. 

Even with the difficulty of fin- 
ding housing for senors, De 
Grouche said she believes some 
ground has been broken for 
homes and care for seniors. She 
said two new adult homes will be 
in the Tidewater area, plus the 
foster family program create new 
possibiUties for more housing.

Caller: My question is, was 
the Kempsville Recreation Cen- 
ter something that came out of 
general obligation bonds or was 
that something that came out of 
the general funding from the 
city? And if it was, will there 
ever be a possibility that the 
Great Neck recreation center 
will come around without 
coming under the bond 
schedule? 

Jones: I think that's a very 
good question. I really wasn't 
here when that was begun. 
Maybe Mrs. Obemdorf, you 
know the funding or Mr. Watts. 
Obemdorf: I really wasn't on 
the council. 

Watts: It's my understanding 
that that facility was funded 
through charter bonds and was 
not an item that was included 
on a bond referendum. 

Jones: If I could expand on 
that just a moment, I happen to 
have a map here which shows 
the voting pattern in regard to 
the recreation center, and I 
think it reveals very clearly 
what happened. It mostly can 
be accounted for in terms of the 
geography of the city, and if 
they can put that map on 
camera, the 12 closest precincts 
to the recreation center voted 
for the recreation center over- 
whelmingly, and I put little 
green — let me, excuse me, 
yellow— slips of paper where 
those precincts are, and it was 
precincts more remote from the 
center wliich caused it to be 
defeated. 

And I think that my inter- 
pretation of that, and I'd be in- 
terested in your comment, is 
that is not a rejection of the 
recreation facilities for the city; 
the people who would be most 
immediately served by it in- 
dicated that they were willing to 
pay the additional tax. 



I think to have that facility 
available, it was the people who 
were at more remote locations 
that said, "You're not going to 
raise my taxes to help those 
people across town." 

So there was a bit of sec- 
tionalism in that, and I think 
the message I am reading from 
that is that if we put centers 
more diversely spread across 
the city, as Mrs. Obemdorf in- 
dicated, that the public would 
likely support them. 

Caller: My next question is, 
in regard to— the city manager 
said sometime back that the 
plan specifications were drawn 
for the center... 

Jones: Yes. 

Caller: ...all the preliminary 
funding was put up— how does 
the citizens recoup this in the 
long term, I mean, is this just 
something we've taken a one- 
time shot at and we've- 1 know 
plans aren't cheap. .. 

Jones: Right. 

Caller: ...and I'm sure we're 
looking at $150- to $200- 
thousand on that, for that par- 
ticular project. 

Jones: I don't think we're 
going to scrap that; I mean, the 
council believes in that project, 
and that's, why we put it on the 
referendum and we haven't had 
a chance to get back together as 
a group and discuss this so I 
really am speaking off the top 
of my own head— my own 
point of view— but I believe we 
are still committed to going for- 
ward with the recreation center. 

Now we may have to scale 
down and reconceive it some- 
what so that we can put the 
facilities around the com- 
munity, but we're certainly not 
going to scrap it. 

Caller: Okay. 

Jones: I don't think the 
voters sent that message to me, 
when you had 42 percent of the 
people said that they wanted it, 
that's a very significant number 
of people.! 

Caller: Right. Okay, thank 
you. 

Road 
Completion 

Jones: Well, also we've got two 
calls. Good evening. City Council 
Reports. 

Caller: Yes, Mr. Mayor. I'd 
just like to tell you that I watch 
the city council a lot and I'm glad 
to see the job that you all are 
doing. 

Jones: Good. 

Caller: You finally got it 
together. I'm just curious to 
know when we'll see actual con- 
struction of the road work and 
when you estimate completion of 

it, 

Jones: All right, let's ask Mr. 
Watts. When will the first start, 
can you give sort of like a date? 

Watts: Well, because of the in- 
frastructure that is involved un- 
derneath the paved portion of 
highways, and the coordination 
^ altof thos&utilities, the design 
effort is significwt. 

But we woula anticipate that 
within approximately 18 months, 
we would see construction under- 
way o n p ractically all " f t hesf 
projects. 

Schedules that are reflected in 
the CIP that was recently adop- 
ted vary from project to project, 
but we do expect to meet all of 
those schedules. 

Jones: How about that, does 
that... 

Caller: When do you expect 
completion of these projects? 
Watt: Some of the projects.

because of the complexity, will 
take until 1990 to complete all of 
the construction. Some of them, 
however, you will be able to see 
some immediate advantages, par- 
ticularly as we complete some of 
the key connections. 

School 
Land Costs 

Jones: Okay, thanks for 
calling. Good evening. City 
Council Reports. 

Caller: Yes, sir, Mr. Mayor. 
My question pertains to the cost 
of the land for the schools. I 
notice that the land off of Lon- 
don Bridge Road was almost a 
million dollars, is that right, for 
the land... 

Jones: It was more than that— 
I think it was one and a half. 

Caller: Yeah, one and a half. 
And we live in an area near Lon- 
don Bridge Road and I think our 
piece of property was about 
$30,000 and it's a good-sized 
piece of property. And I just 
didn't know why— 1 couldn't 
figu/e out why, you know, that 
particular plot of land would be 
so expensive. 

Jones: Well, I think the an- 
swer's fairly straightforward. 
The estimated cost of land is 
$25,000 an acre, and they need 35 
acres for a junior high school, 
and I think it multiplies out to 
one million— I guess it's 
$1.<400,000. 

If it's possible to buy a site for 
less than that, I'm sure that they 
will pay less. That seems to be 
what the cost of land in your area 
is. Do you have an acre? 

Caller: No, it's not quite an 
acre. And also, it just seemed like 
the land, not only the school plot- 
tage off of London Bridge Road 
but also in Ocean Lakes and— 
the one— I'm not quite up on the 
one in Red Mill— it seemed like it 
was extremely high, you know, 
what the taxpayers were having 
to pay. 

Jones: Well, I tend to agree. 
It's sort of sobering here, but 
we're just like everybody else, I 
mean no, we don't deal day-to- 
day with these astronomical 
numbers, and when you're 
writing your personal checks, 
then it does seem like a tremen- 
dous sum of money. 

But the rule is that if we don't 
buy the land how, it's going to be 
more next year. That's— I think 
the caution, though, we all want 
to be very concerned, more than 
we have to, for any of the land. 
Caller: Okay, well, thank you. 

School Money 

Jones: Thank you. Good 
everting. City Council Reports. 

Caller: Right, Mayor 
Jones... good evening. Basically, 
my question is this, with the bond 
referendum for the schools being 
approved, and knowing that the 
council really doesn't have any 
control over the school board, 
and these non-elected, so-called 
officials, what can the council do 
to help insure that the money 
from the taxpayers in Virginia 
Beach, voted to the school board, 
is used as outlined? 

Jones: Okay, well, I want to be 
sure that^you're aware that those 
projects that were listed on the 
ballot are specifically the schools 
that will be built. 

There's no ability there legally 
for them to go to anything else 
because that is what the voters 
votwl on and that is how the 
money will be committed. The 
council has taken some other 
steps to assure that, so maybe I'll 
let Mrs. Obemdorf expand on 



that, if you would. 
Caller: Sure. Hi, Meyera. 
Obemdorf: Hi. The council 
appointed an oversight commit- 
tee; we asked the Chamber of 
Commerce to make a recommen- 
dation for a member, the Council 
of Civic Organizations, the coun- 
cil chose one member and we had 
two other... 

Jones: The school board, I 
think appointed one. 

Obcrndorf: Right, the school 
board, and I've forgotten the 
other— I'm sorry, I've drawn a 
blank. It's been a long day yester- 
day, last night, a long day today. 
We're still recuperating. 

But there's, I think, a five- 
member committee that is made 
up of citizens who will review the 
sale of the bonds, the actual ex- 
penditure of the money, and the 
projects as they were listed on the 
ballot, and they will be reporting 
back to the public to let you all 
have the peace of mind to know 
that we're doing that. 

Caller: Well, very good. Thank 
you very much. 
Obemdorf: You're welcome. 
Jones: Ot^ other comment I 
might make on that is that 
whereas the operational budget is 
by law really the province of the 
school board, in terms of capital 
improvements, that comes under 
the city's capital improvement 
program and all those are ap- 
proved by the city council . . . 
Caller: Very good. 
Jones: ....with the recommen- 
dation of the school board, of 
course, then. 

I don't know if you were wat- 
ching at the time when we said we 
were looking for people who 
would apply to come down and 
be interviewed for a position on 
the school board, but we're 
changing our procedure— on the 
24th of November we're going to 
interview people who've in- 
dicated an interest in serving on 
the school board, so maybe I 
ought to repeat that. 

People interested in serving on 
the school board can get a resume 
form from the city clerk's office 
just by calling down here, and 
she'll send one out to you if 
you're interested, you can sign up, 
and we'll be holding interviews 
later on. 

Caller: So if I can complain, I 
can also help, is that it? You're 
right. 

Jones: Tbfpk yqw.,,3efprp we 
started taking the phone ctdls, we 
had assistant— deputy —city 
manager, Mr. Watts, was ex- 
plaining what the city is doing 
right now in terms of getting 
ready for— to spend this money 
to get the improvements built as 
soon as we can that the voters 
have authorized. 

Watts: Yes. I think it's impor- 
tant to keep in mind that when we 
talk about the various highway 
projects that were approved, that 
several of these projects are 
where we're adding two or more 
lanes to existing right-of-way 
aligimtents, and areas where we 
have already acquired much of 
the right-of-way for thp highway 
project as part of the planning 
process and the development 
process that we have here. 

About four of the highways 
would be able to move very fast 
as it relates to right-of-way

the voters voted to support the 
bond for the highways; we had 42 
percent voted to approve the 
bonds for the recreation center; 
and 66 percent voted to approve 
the bond for the school construc- 
tion, which is a very substantial j 
increase. 

The benchmark last year, we 
had a $13 million bond referen- 
dum from the schools, and that 
was approved by 60 percent of 
the voters, so that this year was a 
10 percent increase in the support 
for the school bonds, and the 
roads were right along with them 
within two percentage points, 
which I think, Meyera, if I may 
say so, I think it gives substantial 
support to the council. I think the 
council, when we get back 
together on Monday, is going to 
be very happy with the citizens' 
endorsement of our planning. 
Would you agree with that? 

Obemdorf: I agree with it, but 
again, I always remind us that in 
order to maintain the confidence 
of the public, we're going to have 
to continue to do the things we've 
done since July in an attempt to 
improve the aesthetic surroun- ^ 
dings in the city, whether it's 
billboard ordinances, or sign or- 
dinances, landscaping of parking 
lots, the revamping of the com- 
prehensive zoning ordinance for 
those things that we have found 
have not worked in the best in- 
terests of the citizens of Virginia 
Beach, and things of that nature. 

Jones: We've still got our work 
cut out for the use. 

Obemdorf: Yes. 

Indian 
River Road 

Jones: Thank you for calling. 
Good evening. City Council 
Reports. 

Caller: Yes, Mayor Jones? I 
just have a question about the 
road situation. Does the bond 
refaendum include improvements 
to Ferrell Parkway and Lynn- 
haven Parkway? It's going to 
funnel a lot of traffic onto Indian 
River Road... 

Jones: Right. 

Caller: Now are there any im- 
provements or any planned im- 
provements that would help the 
flow of Indian River— traffic on 
Indian River Road beyond Kon- 
psville RoQ^d west toward ^ and 
Beyond? ' 

Jones: Well, if I can ask the 
cameraman to focus back on the 
map, it will show the ultimate 
plan for the expansion, also of 
Indian River Road. Aubrey, do 
you have a handle on that? 

I think that one of 
the projects that was included in 
the bond referendum is Indian 
River Road Phase 4, which would 
help with moving some of that 
traffic with the connections that 
you're talking about. 

Caller: But that's east of Kem- 
psville Road, is it not? 

Watte: That's correct. Excuse 
me, I was thinking about some of 
the Independence Boulevard 
connections and things like that, 
^^errrfl Parkway. 
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that usually takes a considerable 
amount of time. ^ 

Jones: How about the Lyn- 
nhaven end— Fwrell Park- 
way—those are roads that will be 
going across— they're not there 
right now is that correct? 

Watte: That's correct. Par- 
ticularly Lynnhaven Parkway 
Phase 5, which provides a very 
vital link between Princess Aniie 
Road and Salem Road, and it is 
part of our overall transportation 
network. And as we complete 
several of these proJKts, citizens 
should ^ee a significant im- 
provement in the time it takes 
them to move around inside 
Virginia Beach. 

Several of the projects that 
were involved in the school board 
referendum; there've been two 
meetings today on specific sitra 
and proceeding with the council 
and school board committw on 
site selection met this motning at 
eight o'clock. Later on today at 
eleven o'clock, we met and 
discussed specifically school 
board personnel, and the Red 
Mill Farm School site. So there is 
activity t© move ahead with those 
projects with equal speed and 
trying to now get into the bricks 
and mortar and concrete that the 
citiKns approved yesterday.

.for teenagers, on dealing with 
parents, peer pressure and drug 
abuse. The library also features 
tapes by nationally-known 
speakers, like Leo Buscaglia, Dr.

Grugett said the idea started 
when she moved to Virginia 
Beach from her native Memphis, 
Tenn. She thought many 
motivational tapes were too ex- 
pensive for the average person to 
afford to listen to many of them, 
so she thought it may be worth a 
try to lease them out, like video 
tapes.

mobile unit visits local businessess, 
and employees can rent out tapes. 

After a time, Grugett said there 
was a need for more permanent 
locations. The library now has six 
locations in area Farm Fresh 
supermarkets, with locations at 
General Booth Boulevard, Kem- 
psville Road, Great Neck Shop- 
ping Center, Warwick 
Boulevard, Tidewater Drive, and 
Constitution Drive, with another 
planned at the Lynnhaven Park- 
way Farm Fresh. 

Carol Irving, a manager of the 
video section of the Constitution 
Drive Jann Fresh, said tape ren- 
tals are at a fairly good level. 

Grugett is the only full-time 
employee of the library, although 
the board of directors, 
stockholders and a part-time em- 
ployee help handle the library. 

She said she listens to every 
tape in the library before it is put 
out for rental. She tries to And an 
approach that many people could 
relate to, and tries to choose 
tapes for almost every aspect of 
life. 

Grugett, a bubbly, enthusiastic 
widow with grown daughters, 
said the tapes are a good way to 
get rid of frustration, especially 
listening to one while snarled in 
traffic. 

"Emotionally, this is so much 
better for you, not to mention 
what you're learning," she said. 

She recently completed a series 
of her own tapes, aimed at 
helping young unwed mothers 
and underemploy«l youth get in 
the work force. Another tape, 
helping older workers, has also 
been completed. She said the plan 
is to distribute the tapes to job 
training programs all across the 
country. 

Presently, she is researching 
material for a tape aimed at 
prison inmates, and hopes to 
have another coming out on drug 
abuse prevention for young 
people.

Councilwoman Parker brings 
ceo up to date on city's efforts

The Virginia Beach City Coun- 
cil and the Planning Commission 
are in preliminary stages of over- 
hauling the Comprehensive 
Zoning Ordinance, which gover- 
ns all zoning in the city, accor- 
ding to Councilwoman Nancy 
Parlier. 

Parker spoke to the Council of 
Civic Organizations recently on 
the ordinance overhaul and the 
progress of the council on city 
beautification. 

She said since the ordinance's 
creation in 1973, there have been 



several hundred amendments 
made to it, making it more com- 
plex. 

For example, Parker said if 
someone wanted to look up 
requirements for an Residential-6 
(R-6) zoning, the person would 
be referred to the R-5 zoning 
jcatagory, then the R-4 catagory, 
until the necessary information 
was provided. 

"No longer can we deal with a 
ban4-aid approach," she said.

Aragona league 
serves 26,000 homes

This is the ninth in a series of 
article about the Council of Civic 
Organizations and member civic 
leagues. 

Aragona Civic League serves 
one of the largest subdivisions in 
Virginia Beach, and the league it- 
self is perhaps one of the oldest, 
according to Istycse president la 
Hanson 

Hanson said the subdivision is 
made up of approximately 26,000 
households. Aragona is located 
on the west side of Virginia 
Beach, off Virginia Beach 
Boulevard. 

He said the league itself is at 
least 20 years old, and may have 
been in existence for 30 years. 
The league was originally formed 
to get street lights in the neigh- 
borhood, according to Hanson. 

Right now, he said, the league 
is pursuing busing children to 
school. Hanson said most 
children walk to school, and he 
said when construction is 
scheduled to begin on Haygood 
Road, traffic could be dangerous 
for those who walk through the 
construction areas to get to 
school. 

He said the league is also trying 
to get air conditioning in Luxford 
Elementary School. 



One of Aragona's main projects 
is trying to boost membership. 
Hanson said the league presently 
has 30 members. He said in order 
to help build membership, the 
league has had booths at church 
activities, put ads in local papers, 
and contacted people through 
word-of-mouth. 

"It's an ongoing battle, but 
we're «iM»lng,^' Hanson said. 

He said the league wants to 
taing in new members at least once 
a month. 

Most league members and 
residents of Aragona are a mix of 
retirees, business and 
professional people, and young 
families, according to Hanson. 

He said these young families 
are especially concerned about 
keeping their property and the 
neighborhood in good condition. 
The league has a "neighbor- 
hood watch," through which the 
neighborhood is kept up with 
zoning ordinances. Hanson said 
the watch helps "increase neigh- 
borhood value and eye appeal." 

In addition, the league is 
looking into setting up emergency 
shelter for victims of home fires, 
placing them in a neighborhood 
home immediately after the fire, 
he said.

Back Ba y wild game hunt 

550 hunters 
bag 142

The first wild game hunt ever 
held at Back Bay National 
Wildlife Refuge went smoothly 
and efficiently, according to 
Assistant Refuge Manager Jared 
Brandwein. 

"It went really smoothly— bet- 
ter than we expected," he said. 

Most of the eager hunters were 
out on the field by 6 a.m., and 
hunters on standby were being 
chosen to fill vacanies at 5:15 
a.m., according to Brandwein. In 
addition, he said no hunters were 
lost in the 1,800 acres designated 



for the 12-day hunt. 

Over 1,500 applications came in 
for the hunt, with 574 hunters 
selected by computer lottery. 
Brandwein said about 5J0 slots 
were filled by the end of the hunt, 
with 202 hunters on standby 
being chosen to fill vacancies. 

Hunters brought in 142 deer, 
mostly does, weighing on an 
average between 50 to 75 pounds. 
Brandwein said the hunter suc- 
cess rate for the hunt was about 
25 percent, which he said is "very 
good."

Council asks for 
ban on phosphates

City Council recently voted 
unanimously to ask the 1987 
General Assembly to ban 
phosphate-based detergents. 

If the legislation is passed, 
residents will still be able to wash 
their clothes. Dr. E. Spencer 
Wise said that low or no 
phosphate-based detergents are 
already available in the area. 
Wise, a wetlands specialist, sup- 
ported the resolution which was 
requested by Councilman Albert 
Balko. 

The disappearance of sub- 
merged vegetation in the 
Chesapeake Bay and its 
tributaries, he said, begins when 
an excess amount of phosphates 
infiltrate the water. 



The algae, he said, not only in- 
crease, but become dominant, 
and the species change. Some of 
them are undesirable, and the 
decomposing organisms take the 
oxygen out of the water before 
other living forms have a chance 
at the oxygen. 

Both Maryland and 
Washington, D.C. have 
phosphate bans with a resulting 
reduction of phosphates in the 
bay. The Upper Potomac also is 
experiencing decreases in 
phosphates. Wise said, because 
that part of Vn-ginia is not using 
high-phosphate detergents 
anymore. He said that low 
phosphate detergents are 
available even in this area, and he 
said "I've heard no evidence of 
people bootlegging detergents to

For most of Virginia Beach 
resident Bob McCrary's life, the 
Navy had filled a void and taken 
care of him and his family.

McCrary said he was born in- 
to the Navy.

But when the list for 
promotions came out, McCrary 
said his name was not on the list. 
He said when an officer had been

it meant the offiCer^S career in the 
Navy was pretty much over. 

The incident devastated him, 
so much so that McCrary said he 
even considered suicide. 

Now, he said, he realizes that 
God had to almost ruin his career 
in order to reach him. "It was 
really rough, but I guess it was 
the only way He could reach 
me,"MCrarysaid. 

About that time, he said he 
started coming into contact with 
Christians involved with Young 
Life, a program for high school 
students. 

He and his wife, Ann, decided 
to go on a Young Life retreat in 
upstate New York one week as 
adult guests. As he listened to the 
speakers at the camp's evening 
meetings, McCrary said he 
realized they were not only

A public hearing on the four 
charter changes proposed in the 
city's 1987 legislative package 
will be held at the Dec. 4 meeting 
of Council at 2 p.m.

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A**backlog"in 
senior housing 

There has been much talk about the backlog of 
needs for Virginia Beach roads and schools. And 
with the recently-passed bond referendum, the 
citizens have agreed to help the city catch up 
through a slight tax increase. 

There is also another "backlog" in the city, one 
involving senior citizens, especially ones on a fixed 
income. 

Since at least 1984, there has been a need for 
some type of new housing or adult home for 
seniors. The need is especially strong for those who 
are survivmg'bS Social Security or a littte money in 
a bank account. 

The city is doing what it can, but there are no 
immediate plans to build a home for seniors on a 
fixedincome. 

There are also programs for sending people to 
seniors' homes to care for a few of their personal 
needs, such as shopping or getting to doctors' ap- 
pointments. But because of budget considerations, 
these programs , in some cases , are limited . 

Perhaps it is time again for the city to go to 
Virginia Beach residents for help on this "backlog" 
in seniors' housing. In fact, there are two programs 
going on right pow that could help ease the 
problem somewhat, and probably wouldn't 
require a tax increase to beef them up. 

According to Mary De Grouche, supervisor of 
the Family Stabilization Unit in the Virginia Beach 
Department of Social Services, one program she 
would like to see grow is the Adult Family Homes 
Program. 

In this program, a private family "adopts" a 
senior, or in some cases, a handicapped person, 
taking him or her to live in their home. The family 
cares for the person's day-to-day needs, just like 
many Virginia Beach families are presently caring 
for older relatives. 

De Grouche said the program is not very large, 
because families are needed to "adopt" seniors. 
She said in some cases, the arrangement has turned 
out to be very fulfilUng for both sides— she said one 
family who "adopted" a handicapt)ed person un- 
der the program has had the person for 10 years. 

Another program, which is open to anyone 
needing housing, is the homesharing program. In this 
case, a homeowner needing some help making ends 
meet is matched with a tenant needing housing. 

For some seniors, this could mean opening up a 
home that they might be living in alone to share 
with another senior needing a place to live.

Fine increase needed for 
violators of handicapped parking 

All over Virginia Beach, there are special parking 
spaces designated for handicapped parking. How- 
ever, that does not keep some non-disabled drivers 
from parking illegally in those spaces. 

Right now, the fine for illegally parking in a 
handicapped space is $10, with an additional fine 
of $20 if the ticket is not paid within three days. 

But the Virginia Beach Mayor's Committee on 
the Handicapped will be recommending to the city 
council to increase that fine to'$100. 

Presently, the matter is being studied by Police 
Chief Charles Wall, who is looking into the number 
of violations in the city. He will have a recommen- 
dation by this week. 

If the police chief finds many violations, it wpuld 

be wise for the city council to consider the $100 fine. 

For the handicapped not to have close access to 
shopping centers, office buildings, and government 
offices means a great deal of hardship, while it 
would be only an inconvenience for most other 
people. 

In a way, it seems ironic that in many parking 
lots in the city, especially near the Oceanfront and 
in apartment complexes, drivers who are not shop- 
ping or living in those areas can be towed, while 
people who park in a handicapped space without 
proper identification are only fined $10. 

Of course, the other alternative is to keep the fine 
where it is and increase enforcement of the handi- 
capped parking. However, this would involve more 
police time and effort, and may not deter illegal 
parkers as much as a threat of a high fine, or 
perhaps even having their vehicle towed. 

It is hoped that when the issue comes before the 
members of city council, they will continue to 
respond to the needs of the community as they have 
done in the past.— S.M.B.

in the daytime as I have done it 
myself. 

I also feel that driving should 
be a little bit defensive and even 
though the lights on a foggy day 
do not generally help the driver's 
visibility, they make him or her 
more visible. 



Even though I am risking a lot 
of opposing points of view from 
the "right to no-lights" groups, I 
just offer a thought for those 



who drive in the fog with no 
lights: make an evaluation for 
yourself. 

As you drive in the fog, take 
note of distance from your car 
when you first see the cars with 
low beams, these with parking 
lights, and those with no lights, 
and imagine your child, or 
another's, trying to cross the 
street.

General Assembly should give taxpayers a vote on ta^s:!. Ti,

Now that President Reagan has 
signed the Tax Reform Act of 
1986, the Virginia General 
Assembly must decide whether 
the resulting windfall of in- 
creased Virginia income tax will 
be spent or returned to the tax- 
payer. 

The Virginia income tax con- 
forms to the federal system, in so 
much as a Virginian's state in- 
come tax is determined by ap- 
plying the Virginia income tax 
rate, usually 5.75 percent, to the 
tatxpayer's federal adjusted gross 
income. 

Many Virginia taxpayers will 
now find higher-often substan- 
tially higher-state income taxes 
after 1986, since federal adjusted 
gross income goes up under tax 
reform. 

This phenomena is estimated 
to raise S200 to $300 mUIion in 
new Virginia income tax revenue 
annually, all without a vote of the 
General Assembly. The issue at 
the 1987 General Assembly is 
whether this windfall will be a 
bonanza to porjcbarrel hidden in 

a single vote on the whole state 
budget, after a long round of 
Congress bashing speeches, or 
whether the General Assembly 
will be forced to vote the windfall 
up or down, and stand before 
their constituents to answer ac- 



cordingly. 

Some argue this decision was 
made long ago when Virginia 
conformed to federal tax law, so 
accepting and spending the wind- 
fall is just part of conformity. 

This argument ignores the 
many nonconforming tax treat- 
ments the General Assembly has 
selectively chosen. For instance, 
the Virginia personal exemption is 
only one-third the new federal 
exemption. 

And remember, it was not so 
long ago when Governor Robb 
succeeded in forcing Virginians 
to give up 30 percent of their 
depreciation deductions, and add 
back to income the deduction for 
a married couple when both 
work. So much for conformity. 

Despite the mammoth tax in- 
crease enacted by the General 
AssiHi&bly in September, a multi- 
million dollar budget surplus at 
the June 20, 1986, fiscal year -end 
and continued high revenues 
ft'om a good economy, many 
claims of lamented urgency will 
be laid to the windfall millions. 

Some of these claims may be of 
such justification that they 
^ould be honored. 

If so, the General Assembly 
should identify the meritorious 
claim, how much of the windfall 
is required to meet it, and vote. 

The remainder, if not the entire 
refund, can be returned from 
whence it came: the taxpayer. 



There are several methods to 
accomplish distribution of the 
windfall back to the taxpayer: 

•The state tax rate can be 
reduced, 

•The repealed federal deduc- 
tions could be added to the state 
income tax return, or 

•The personal exemption could 
be raised. 

Replacing the repealed federal 
deductions with new state deduc- 
tions would be a tax preparer's 
worst nightmare and is 
logistically prohibitive. 

Raising the personal exemption 
or lowering the tax rate are both 
recommended by simplicity. 

^A higher personal ^iSmption 
would be of greater economic 
benefit to the less %fflilent tax- 
payer, while a lower tax rate 
would tend to benefit the tax- 
payers who will be paying most 
of the new tax. 

In the final analysis, the wind- 
fall issue is whetha the General 
Assembly will hold itsdf account 
able. Even the govemo-, after 
months of bland noncommital, 
has read the political "tea 
leaves" with sufficient clarity so 
as to pledge a cautious commit- 
ment to return the windfall. 

The members of the General 
Assembly owe their constituen- 
cies a direct answer on this issue 
by facing it squarely at the 1987 
session with a specific vote.

It is amazing, considering the 
way I drive most of the time, that 
1 have an almost-perfect driving 
record. 

My basic philosophy is, "The 
faster the better, and if you're in 
my way, you'd better move- 
fast." 

In fact, my husband, who 
doesn't believe in speed limits 
himself, says I make him nervous 
when I drive. 1 think it has a lot 
to do with my tendency to kind of 
slam on the brakes at the last 
minute when I stop. I figure, why 
should I waste all that effort 
slowing down if the Hght is going 
to change green anyway? 

A lot of my fellow drivers feel 
the same way I do about 
driving— I know, because I've 
been passed by quite a few of 
them while I was doing 70 on In- 
terstate 64. I've come to the con- 
clusion that people who talk 
about the leisurely pace of life in 
the South have never driven on 
Southern highways. 

I remember driving in 
Alabama on a family trip once, 
when I saw a state trooper come 
up behind me. As usual, I was 
going way too fast, so I half- 
expected to get pulled over, but 
to my surprise, he passed me. I 
figured he was doing about 80. 
When the state troopers are going 
that fast, it's easy to imagine how 
fast everyone else is driving. 

It is also rather amazing that I 
haven't been in an accident. I 
have a tendency to be an inatten- 
tive driver. Part of it can be 
blamed on my job; sometimes 
I'm looking for streets or office 
numbers, and so I'm not paying 
attention to the road.

The rest of the time, I'm either 
fiddling with the radio dial or else 
I'm thinking up story ideas or 
writing leads in my head. In fact, 
when I was thinking about 
writing this column, I was driving 
back to my office, and I spent the 
majority of trip driving on the 
shoulder, then jerking the 
steering wheel back to get the car 
on the road again. 

I've also had a few near-misses 
on the interchanges, especially 
the one coming off Interstate 64 
onto Highway 44 just before the 
Newtown Road e^xit. Sometimes, 
I just forget to look over my 
shoulder; the rest of the time, 
another driver is busy trying to 
cut me off. 

In moments of anger, I 
sometimes think some drivers 
must have a quota of people they 
have to cut off in one day. If 
that's the case, I've filled a lot of 
quotas. 

Since I'm not exactly the best 
driver in the world, it may be 
surprising that I support a 55- 
mile-an-hour speed limit. 

There has been some debate 
about changing it, mostly with 
state governments arguing that it 
is their right to regulate traffic in 
their states. 

I agree with that, but I think if 
the federal law is repealed, states 
should keep it at 55. 

My reason has a lot to do with 
human nature. If, for example, 
speed limits in Virgina were 
changed to 65, the spe^ most 
people drive at, most people 
would automatically drive faster. I 
know I certainly would, just 
because it seems like I'm making 
better time driving ov«' the speed 
limit. 

The change would mean most 
of us would drive at about 75. 
That would mean inattentive 
drivers like me are a lot more 
dangerous. I'd also be willing to 
bet that the accidents on High- 
way 44 and other places in 
Virginia Beach would result in 
more injuries and more fatalities. 

So in effect, by leaving the 
speed limit where it is, people 
would be driving at the spe«l the 
government would want to set in 
the first place. 

As for me, I think I'll have to 
hit the highway again and fill 
somebody's cutoff quota for 
today.

-Abundance of firewood available for do-it-yourself firewood cutters 




Many Virginia Beach firewood 
users, rather than purchasing 
"their wood, enjoy selecting and 
cutting their own supply each 
year, others prefer to locate their 
own wood to save the cost of 
having it cut and delivered. 



In our rapidly growing area, 
finding a source of firewood for 
cutting is becoming more dif- 
ficult. However, there are a 
number of potential firewood 
sources available to local residents. 

A good source of firewood is 
on land which is currently or has 
recently seen some timber har- 
vesting activity. Within an hour's 
drive of Virginia Beach are some 
very rural areas, where it is 
relatively easy to find such ac- 
tivity. " 

The abundance of small hard- 
woods, tree tops and limbs that 
remain after timber harvesting 



are ideal for firewood. Asking 
permission of the landowner and 
timber buyer will give access to 
this wood. 

Forest products companies 
who own and manage land allow 
some firewood harvesting on 
their holdings. Usually they 
will issue a permit and make a 
very nominal charge for the wood 
removed. Two companies with 
land holdings accessible to our 
area are Union Camp in Franklin 
and Chesapeake Corporation in 
West Point.

On the morning of April 26, 
1607, Admiral Christopher 
Newport's landing party came 
ashore at Cape Henry. He felt 
that the area was too vulnerable 
to the unpredictable hurricanes 
that came up the eastern coast. 

He decided it best to move far- 
ther inland to establish a capital 
city. On May 13, 1607, a small 
island on the James River was 
chosen. King James had ordered 
the capital city be named for him, 
and Jamestown was founded. 

But disaster struck the 
following year when a large fire 
occurred. Nearly every building 
in America's first settlement was 
destroyed by fire in that first 
year. 

It became apparent that fire in- 
surance was needed. The first fire 
insurance began in London in 
1667. This was one year after the 
great fire of London in which 
1 3 ,000 buildings were dntroyed. 

In 1736, the first fire insurant* 
company was formed in 
America. This company was 
founded in Charleston, S.C. 
They met the needs of the 
colonists until November 18, 
1740. 

It was on that date that a large 
part of Oiarleston burned dawn in 



a fire that burned for six hours, 
destroying 300 houses, 
warehouses, wharves and stables. 

Benjamin Franklin founded a 
fire insurance company for 
homes on April 13, 17S2. The 
threat of Hre was serious to 
colonial cities, since they were 
constructed of wood and over- 
crowded. 

In order to identify a home 
that was insured, the insurance 
company nailed a marker onto 
the house. This marker came to 
be known as a "fire mark." 
These fire marks were made of 
wood or lead. They were mounted 
wp Ugh, usually the secoiKl floor 
so the firefighters could see them. 

When the fire brigades arrived 
on the scene and extinguish^] the 
fire, the insurance company 
woujd make a donation to the 
fire company. 

Today, mortgage companies 
require the homeowner to have 
fire insurance in order to get a 
loan for a house. But people who 
are roitisg a house or an apar- 
tmoit must get their own fire in- 
surana for their contoits. Rre 
insurance is very inexpensive. 

Refer to the yellow pages imder 
insurance and get a few 
estimates. I was quoted $38 
dollars for S7,(K)0 worth of 
coverage for one yew. Most in- 
suraMe companies wiU give a 
discount for have a fire ex- 
tinguisher and smoke detector. 
Call today and ask for an 
estimate on renters' insurance. 

Think fire safety... trat your 
smoke detector monthly. 



an excellent source of firewood. 
When trees are being cleared for 
construction activity, they pose a 
disposal problem for the 
developer. Many would be more 
than happy to let someone assist 
with their disposal problem. They 
may also permit removal of 
usable wood from window piles 
which have been pushed up for 
burning. 

Wood product mills, sawmills 
and woodworking factories are 
another possible wood source. 
Slabs, edgings and trim materials 
may be available at these places. 
Call and inquire if the material 



can be removed. Many smaller 
wood products mills and sawmills 
will be cooperative. 

Sometimes wood can be found 
along the roadside where utility 
companies are cutting trees away 
from wires. 

If you are willing to drive a 
ways for firewood, both the state 
and national forests in Virginia 
have areas designated for 
firewood harvesting. The charge 
for the wood is quite reasonable, 
and is based on the size of the 
vehicle in which it will be loaded. 

In state forests, there is no 
limit on how much fuelwood can

be cut, as long as it is for the in- 
dividual's own use. 

The Department of Fprestry 
can supply anyone with a list of 
local loggers and wood products 
mills as possible firewood sour- 
ces, as well as provide infor- 
mation on the various state 
forests. Call 488- 1921.

the 125 names now required by 
law is unrealistic. 

The requirement for more 
names should limit the number of 
people running and make sure 
Jones said, the people running for 
mayor are able to articulate the 
issues. 

Councilman Robert Fentress 
pointed out that the four-year 
terms starting with the 1988 elec- 
tion make it easier for one part of 
the council than the other.

Patients are wondering if there 
is an outbreak of a newly 
discovered disease called 
Osteoporosis, since the news 
media is full of this subject. 

Discovery is like measles- 
without light, no rash can be 
found. 

The answer is that more doc- 
tors are thinking Osteoporosis, 
and improved methods of 
diagnosis (CT scan and DPA) 
reveal increasingly that this 
disease has been with man 
(rather women) most likely since 
the human species began 
walking. Males, the black race, 
large women all jnay have 
Osteoporosis but at a much less 
degree physiologically. 

Today Osteoporosis is a major 
public health problem. It is 
estimated to be indirectly the 
twelfth most common cause of 
death in this country. 

Amazingly, 100,000 to 150,000 
patients enter long term ' care 
because of it-with hip fractures. 

The cost of the acute care of 
the tragedy is astronomical-Sl 
billion per year for acute medical 
care alone-W percent of these 
fractures can be prevented. 

When bone loses calcium, 
thinning, weakness and fragility 
results. Bone then fractures easily 
with or without injury. 

When there are increased ver- 
tebrae, wrist and hip fractures in 
little old ladies who have been 
gradually shrinking in height over 
the years-Osteoporosis is most 
likely present and far advanced. 

Unfortunately, at this stage lit- 



tle can be done to improve a 
devastating health situation. 

Prevention of Osteoposis 
primarily begins with early strict 
attention to the risk factors for 
this disease 

Four risk factors stand out as: 
lack of exercise, deficient calcium 
intake, deficient vitamin D and 
declining estrogen production. 
Risk factors also include; 

Genetic: A positive family 
history for Osteoporosis. Gran- 
dma, Greatgrandma and Aunt 
Sadie had it-all three were 5'2", 
eyes of blue, blonde and slender. 
Babe Didrickson athletic female 
golf champion and Olympic star 
most ttkely had^no Osteoperosts 
until she developed cancer. 

Sex Hormones: Early 

menopause--surgical or 

physiologic. Those patients 

. whereat is medically hazardous to 

use Estrogen. 

Diet: Low calcium intake in- 
i:luding lack of diary products 
and foods such as kale and broc- 
coli. Excessive intake of caffeine, 
alcohol, animal protein. 

Life Style: Lack of exercise, 
scanty or no sun exposure 
(Vitamin D production), smoking 
cigarettes. 

Disease: Kidney disease, hyper- 
thyroidism, diabetes mellitus, use 
of Cortisone preparation in 
treatment of arthritis and other 
disease, use of certain diuretics, 
GI surgery. 

Treatment of Osteoporosis 
consist primarily of correction, if 
possible, of risk factors. 

Overall administration of 1000 
to 1200 msm of Calcim daily plus 



400 units of Vitamin D beginning 
in females at 30-40 years, and in 
those women who have no 
ovarian function for whatever 
reason early in life is clearly in- 
dicated. 

The addition of Estrogen in the 
treatment of Osteoporosis is con- 
troversial among research 
groups. 

It appears it should be given af- 
ter menopause to maintain 
adequate calcium absorbtion into 
bone since it is reported calcium 
and Vitamin D alone are insuf- 
ficient to prevent Osteoporosis. 

Estrogen must be added. 
However, there are cases in which 
EstfOgefrquFstionably cannot be 
given, as in breast cancer. But 
surprisingly. Estrogen use in 
breast cancer has been reported 
at this time to have a risk and a 
protective effect: 

Treatment of. Osteoporosis 
with Calcium, Vitamin D and 
Flouride is reported to be potent 
since bone mass increases in two- 
thirds of women with established 
Osteoporosis. 

Fluoride has some rather in- 
tolerable side effects in a number 
of patients, unfortunately. 

In those patients who are at 
risk from Estrogen a thyroid 
hormone called Calcitonin has 
been approved by the FDA for 
treatment (not prevention) of 
Osteoporosis. Calcitonin 
primarily is now given by injec- 
tion; it is quite expensive. 

Osteoporosis? Ask your family 
medical doctor about it-Where 
do you stand; or rather. How do 
you stand?

It is estimated that in the 
current American diet, ap- 
proximately 1/3 of the sodium 
comes from that found in foods 
naturally, 1/3 from sodium ad- 
ded to food during processing, 
and 1 /3 added to the diet by the 
individual. An excess of sodium 
in the diet increases the incidence 
of high blood pressure, a risk fac- 
tor for heart attack.

First Thanksgiving proclaimed for Constitution

As Thanksgiving approaches, 
few Americans are aware of how 
or why the first proclamation of 
Thanksgiving was issued. It had 
nothing to do with harvests. 
Pilgrims or Berkeley Plantation. 

It came about because of a 
joint Congressional resolution, 
introduced by Elias Boudinot on 
Sept. 25, 1789, which called for a 
day of prayer and thanksgiving 
for the United States Con- 
stitution. 

"Resolved, That a joint Com- 
mittee of both Houses be directed 
to wait upon the President of the 
United States to request that he 
would recommend to the people 
of the United States a day of 
public Thanksgiving and prayer to 



be observed by acknowledging, 
with grateful hearts, the many 
signal favors of Almighty God, 
especially a constitution of govern- 
ment for their safety and hap- 
piness." 

In response, on Oct. 3, 
President George Washington 
issued the first Presidential 
proclamation, calling for a 
National Day of Thanksgiving on 
Thursday. Nov. 26, 1789. 

The original proclamation is in 
the Library of Congress and con- 
tains the following words: 

"That we may all unite in ren- 
dering unto Him our sincere and 
humble thanks... for the signal 
and manifold mercies and the 
favorable interpositions of His 
providence.:. for the peaceable and 
rational manner in which we have 



be«i enabled to esublish con- 
stitutions of government for our 
safety and happiness, and par- 
ticularly the national One now 
lately instituted— for the civil 
religious liberty with which we 
are blessed and the means we 
have of acquiring and diffusing 
useful knowledge; and in general 
for the great and various favors 
which He hath been pleased to 
confer upon us." 

Sept. 17, 1987 will mark the 
bicentennial of the adoption of 
the Constitution, which has en- 
dured longer than any other con- 
stitution in the world. 

This document was ratified 
June 21, 1788 when the ninth 
state voted its approval. It went 
into effect March 4, 1789. 

Lord ftyce, famed English 
historian, wrote, "The Con- 



stitution of 1789 deserves the 
veneration with which Americans 
have been accustomed to regard 
it... it ranks above every other 
written constitution, for the ex- 
cellence of its scheme, its adap- 
tation to the circumstances of its 
people, the simplicity, brevity, 
and precision of its language, its 
judicious mixture of definiteness 
in principle with elasticity in 
details."

About 12 fifth- and sixth- 
graders from Brookwood 
Elementary School spent four 
weeks learning how to answer the 
phone, handle emergencies and 
discipline brothers and sisters in a 
program designed for children 
who have to be left alone after 
school while their parents work.

The idea of "I'm in Charge," 
Gray said, is to teach children 
how to handle being alone. 

For Brookwood parents, the 
program offers some reassuran- 
ce Sandy Harriman said 
although she does not leave her 
daughter, Erica, home alone very 
often, she said she always won- 
dered if she forgot to tell Erica 
something about staying home 
alone. 



Harriman said she never 
thought about telling her 
daughter what to do if someone 
accidentally takes poison, until 
Erica was enrolled in the 
program. 

Wayne Flannagan had his son, 
Greg, join the program because 
both he and his wife work, and 
their junior-high -school-age 
daughter is involved in after- 
school activities. 

He said he also wondered if he 
had forgotten to tell Greg things 
he needed to know. 

And with many people in his 
neighborhood also working, he 
said there are few people Greg 



could turn to for help. Flannagan 
said his son is "more cautious 
and more aware of things that 
could happen" as a result of the 
program. 

Barbara Brusletten said her 
children, Jennifer and Joshaa, 
also seem to be more confident 
about being left alone. 

All three parents said they 



would recommend the program 
to other parents. 

Many of the children in the 
program said they told their 
friends about it. Erica Harriman 
said her friends thought the 
program was neat. 

Jason Fulford said he told one 
of his friends about it, and he 
decided to come. 



Fulford said the most impor- 
tant thing he learned was not to 
tell anyone over the phone that he 
is home alone. He said before the 
program, he used to tell people 
his parents weren't home. 

Joshua Brusletten said he also 

learned how to handle telephone 

calls, including prank calls. Jen-

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Signs a center of debate 

The Virginia BeacH City Council has made an at- 
tempt to beautify the city through a recently passed 
sign ordinance, decreeing that no commercial signs 
be higher than 12 feet, and reducing the dimensions 
of some signs. 

An amendment to the ordinance, introduced by 
Councilman Harold Heischober, would have 
exempted certain business signs along Virginia 
Beach Boulevard. 

Although the present ordiance has "grand- 
fathered" existing signs, the amendment would 
exempt businesses whose signs were taken down as 
„Axesult of widening Virginia Beach Boulevard. 

The amendment did not pass. 

Business, which have signs that were taken 
down as a result of construction, argue that 
without the amendment, the ordinance is unfair to- 
them. 

Not only will it cost those businesses more to get 
new signs, but there is a possibility of lost business 
for those that did not have their signs removed and 
are "grandfathered" by the ordinance.

It is important that voters take time in choosing 
one of the candidates. Much of what the state 
government does directly affects Virginia Beach 
citizens. 

Not only does the state impose taxes, but many 
of the proposed changes currently taking place in 
city goverimient must be approved by the state 
through a charter change before the changes can 
take effect. Direct election of the mayor is a good 
example. 

Therefore, it is vital that Virginia Beach voters 
elect someone they feel will serve their best in- 
terests.

Commission fmds desperate need for road improvements

As acting chairman of the 
Commission on Transportation 
in the Twenty-First Century, my 
thoughts concerning the work of 
the commission and its recom- 
mendations may be helpful to 
those who are seeking to under- 
stand what can be complex 
issues. 

It is important that citizens un- 
derstand what is involved and 
make their views known to their 
representatives in the Virginia 
General Assembly. 

There is, of course, room for 
differences of opinion, but what- 
ever decisions are made should be 
based upon a clear understanding 
of the conHnission's recommen-' 
dations. 

Since I was involved in all 
aspects of the commission's 
deliberations and was privy to the 
many points of view expressed, I 
believe this overview may help 
clarify this work and the recom- 
mendations of this commission. 

The governor gave three basic 
assignments to the commission: 
to confirm the critical highway 
and transportation needs of the 
Commonwealth, to explore 
alternative means of financing 
transportation, and to examine 
the feasibility of establishing a 
separate fund for highway con- 
struction. 

What did we find our transpor- 
tation needs to be? The most 
compelling fact is that highway 
construction dollars will run out 
in 1991 unless new money is 
provided. 

The reason for this is that, un- 
der our current system, highway 
maintenance and other non- 
"C^astFuetion items are funded 
first, and only those ddllars 
remaining are available for high- 
way construction. 

As the costs associated with 
maintenance and other non- 
construction items have 
escalated, and as the levels of 
funding for highways in real 
dollars have decreased, we will 
have no money for highway con- 
struction just five years from 
now. 

Briefly, we found that meeting 
current highway construction de- 
mands, as well as the need of 
mass transit, seaports, and air- 
ports, will require $6 to 7 billiion 



from state sources during the 
coming decade. This figure is 
based on our expectation that 
matching federa' funds will 
provide an addition j)3.9 billion. 

How could we find reasonable 
mans of providing the new 
revenue required? 

The commission considered 
every option available and rejec- 
ted a number of them as not 
being feasible or simply not 
providing revenues in the amounts 
needed. 

We finally agreed, and recom- 
mended the following sources of 
revenue which will generate ap- 
proximately $571.5 million in 
1988 and approximately $6.3 
billion over the next decade: 

•a three-quarters of 1 percent 
increase in the sales and use tax 
expected to yield $301 .5 million, 

•a 4-cent-per-gallon gas tax in- 
crease estimated to produce 
$128.8 million, 

•an additional 2 percent in- 
crease in the titling tax, with an 
allowance for trade-ins expected 
to produce $119.1 million, and 

•interest on current and future 
highway fund balances estimated 
to yield another $22.1 million. 

Virginia's per capita income is 
12th in the nation, but our per 
capita tax rate rsnks us 31st 
among the other states. 

The commission felt the , 
gasoUne tax to be one of the 
fairest taxes considered because 
those who actually use the roads 
help pay for their use. ., 

An increase itt Virginia's titling 
tax is not out of line with other 
states. 

Having identified the need and 
new revenue scmrces available, the 
commission was not satisfied 
until we were convinced that the 
Virginia Department of High- 
ways and Virginia's construc- 
tion industry have the capability 
of "gearing up" soon enough to 
effectively utilize the new funds 
that may be provided. 

The commission found that we 
do have this building capacity, 
provided the Commonwealth 
commits itself to a stable, pre- 
dictable long-term construction 
program. 

With this commitment, we are 
convinced the industry can carry 
$1 billion in contract balances 
(roughly double the current level) 
by the end of 18 months and as 
much as $2.2 billion over the 
longer period of 15 years and 
beyond. 
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It is important to stress that the 
commission is concerned with all 
aspects of Virginia's transpor- 
tation needs and has recom- 
mended that 85 percent of all new 
revenues should be earmarked 
for meeting critical highway 
needs and the remaining 15 per- 
cent should be earmarked for 
ports, airports and mass transit 
needs. 

We recommended that all new 
revenues generated as a result of 
any legislation passed in the 1986 
special session of the legislature 
should be administered by a new 
"Transportation Trust Fund." 

The commission recognized the 
need for a single entity to be 
responsible for coordinating all 
modes of transportation and to 
effectively manage and distribute 
new revenues of transportation 
needs. 

We recommended recon- 
figuring the existing Virginia 
Highway and Transportation 
Board, expanding its authority 
and membership and renaming 
it the "Virginia Transportation 
Board." 

We also recommended that the 
Virginia Transportation Board be 
given the authority to continue to 
use revenue bonds for toll pro- 
jects and to use pledge bonds to 
pay for transportation projects as 
a reserve measure when ad- 
ditional funds are needed beyond 
immediately available revenues. 

An articulate Virginian who 
appeared before the commission 
in one of its public hearings 
summed it all up succinctly. 

He said, "If we fail to take 
decisive action, our quality of life 
will slowly evaporate and our 
limited transportation improve- 
ments will be used by the moving 
vans of corporate America for 
greener fields. But if we make the 
hard decision to push for 
progress we will find that our new 
roads will be the welcome mats 
for continued prosperity and 
quality of life." 

When someone who has been 
involved for long months, as I 
have in this instance, in intricate 
deliberations on complex mat- 
ters, there is a tendency to dwell 
too much on details and assume 
that others want to know all 
about everything ifivolvwi. 

I have attempted here to touch 
on the major considerations and 
recommendations of the com- 
mission.

Once a year I get to sit down at 
the dinner table and try to con- 
sume as much food as I can, and 
not feel guilty about my diet. No 
one tells me to slow down or 
reminds me of my waistline. 
Those remarks are set aside that 
one day because it is 
Thanksgiving. , ^ 

Millions of people will be in the 
kitchen on Thanksgiving and fire 
safety will not be on their minds. 
So please read the following tips 
beforehand to have a nice dinner. 

Make an outline or a list of items 
to be cooked the night 
before. Place this list on the 
refrigerator and go by the list, to 
avoid rushing around, getting 
confused and careless. 

Keep children out of the kit- 
chen and turn all pot handles in- 
ward so sleeves won't get caught. 

If the oven catches on fire, 
close the door and cxAz off :the 
electricity to the oven. By dosing 
the door, this cuts off the oxygen 
to the fire. 



Do not allow towels or mitts to 
on it. All butter does is make the 
wear short sleeve shirts while 
cooking. 

Before sitting down, be sure 
the oven and stove are turned off. 

For a minor burn, place the 
arm or finger underneath cold 
running water. Do not put butter 
on it. All butter does is make the 
finger taste like butter. 

For a serious burn, call the 
rescue squad at 91 1 . 

Does anyone know how to 
react if someone was choking? 
First ask the victim if he or she 
can speak. If not, it is a true 
emergency. Step up behind the 
victim and deliver sharp blows 
with a cupped hand to the spine 
between the scapulae. 

Another method is to step up 
behind the victim and wrap 
arms around the victim's waist. 
Make a fist, and with thumbs 
turned against his or her ab- 
domen, pull upward quickly. The 
food that is lodged will pop right 
out.

year's feathered Hock 
In the Spring 

Raising turlceys begins in 
May when tlie chicles are piir-' 
chased and brought to the 
Flanagan farm. Susan said for 
the first part of their stay on the 
farm, they are icept in a house 
-with a brooder--a large light 
that keeps the little chicles 
warm. 

In order to teach the chicles to 
eat out of a food trough, eggs 
are mixed in with the feed for 
three or four days to attract 
them to the trough. 

In July, she said, the turkeys 
are let out into the large, fen- 
ced-in turkey lot, but usually 
brought in at night. 

One year, according to 
Susan, an owl killed about 10 of 
the Flanagans' turkeys. David 
said an owl will just eat the neck 



and head of a turkey, and leave 
the rest.

of Shore Drive. Connors said the 
community itself is very 
heterogeneous, ranging from 
retirees to young families. She 
said there also is a mix of 
development, with con- 
dominiums next to subdivisions 
of family homes, and old summer 
homes. 

In fact, a disagreement over 
■<some of the land in Ocean Park 
has been an ongoing issue for the 
league, according to Connors. 
She said litigation has been going 
on for nearly 20 years. 

She said in the 1930s, some of 
the land was platted as "reser- 
ved," and the city, supported by 
the civic league, contends the 
land is public property. Those 
who hold shares in the Ocean 
Park property say the "reserved" 
land was theirs when they bought 
the property. 

But the civic league is not only 
concerned with issues that direc- 
tly affect Ocean Park. Connors 
said the league favors sand 
replenishment at Sandbridge, as 
well as on the Chesapeake Bay. 

"Our concerns are not just with 
Ocean Park, but because of our 
experiences, we're concerned that 
the city look at the whole 
shoreline and take measures to 
protect the whole shoreline in the 
whole city," she said. 

She said she was also disap- 
pointed in the referendum vote 
that defeated the Great Neck 
community center. Although the 
center would not have directly 
benefitted Ocean Park, she said 
the league felt another center was 
needed. 

In the future, Connors said the 
league may get involved in 
creating a park for the com- 
munity on one of the reserved 
areas south of Shore Drive, if 
ownership of the area is resolved. 

She said she also hopes to 
organize a Ocean Park history 
night, bringing together people 
who have memories of Ocean 
Park. 

The league itself dates back to 
1944, when residents organized to 
get a water supply to homes, 
create a fire station, and provide 
school buses for students, accord- 
ing to Connors. 

She said the league built a 
two-story fire station and com- 
munity hall within three years, 
and saw to it that all the streets 
had signs and the roads were 
paved. 

In fact, she said one concern of 
the league's early years— getting 
a proper sewage system into 
Ocean Park— is still an issue 
today. 

She said the league is still 
trying to get sewers for an area 
south of Shore Drive. 

No change in
